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Harley-Davidson executive 
explains H-D sale 


DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 4 
Harley-Davidson held a press conference to clear the air of rumors 
about the sale of Harley-Davidson by parent company AMF to top 
Harley-Davidson management. 

Vaughn L. Beals, Jr., AMF Corporate Vice-President and Motorcycle 
Products Group Executive, and the leader of the management group 
attempting to buy the company, explained the reasons behind AMF's 
desire to sell Harley-Davidson. “AMF has stated publicly over the past 
several years its objective to increase the ratio of AMF's industrial 
sales to its leisure sales to a one to one basis. In 1980, 38% of AMF's 
$1.5 billion revenues were from their industrial businesses and 62% 
were from the leisure side. AMF’s recent acquisitions of Scientific 
Drilling Corporation and Geo Space companies were direct steps 
toward this objective of equal revenue. 

“Harley-Davidson has been by far the largest single business within 
AMF for many years. Today, it is still twice the size of the next largest 
business. This fact, combined with the projected growth of Harley- 
Davidson, has made it increasingly difficult for AMF to reach their 
objectives of 50% industrial and 50% leisure while retaining control of 
the motor company. 

“AMF's decision to sell Harley was facilitated by two facts: 1.) Harley- 
Davidson had demonstrated its ability to be financially independent in 
recent years, and 2.) The management group was .ready, willing and 
able to make the purchase.” Beals concluded his remarks with 
optimism about the future. 

An article in the Sport Style newspaper reported that while AMF 
profits were up for 1980, the leisure side was off. Although Hariey- 
Davidson sales were up, the AMF leisure products posted 1980 
revenues of $954.8 million, compared to $959.8 million for the previous 
year. In the same time period, AMF's industrial revenues rose 21%. 

















World 125cc Motocross Champ 
Harry Everts will be out of action 
for at least two months, following 
a broken wrist incurred in an inter- 
national race at Lummen, in 
Belgium. Everts, who broke the 
same wrist last year but still won 
the title, will probably miss the first 
two rounds of the 125cc MXGP 
series. 


Coors will sponsor the 13th annual 
Hangtown Motocross Classic, Mar. 28- 
29 in Sacramento, CA. Hangtown 
opens the AMA’s National Champion- 
ship Series with competition in 125 
and 250cc classes. Promoted by the 
Dirt Diggers North, Hangtown is the 
largest two day sporting event held 
each year in the Sacramento area. 
Crowds for the past three years have 
topped 30,000. Other race sponsors 
are 7-Up Bottling Company of Sacra- 
mento and KZAP radio. Amateurs 
race on Saturday, Mar. 28, and on 
Sunday the National stars attack the 
Prairie City OHV Park course. 


There will be no weekly speedway 
racing at Ascot in 1981. Continental 
Moto-sports Club motocross will 
move to the Thursday night slot in 
Ascot's busy four and five night a 
week calendar, with the first race 
set for Thursday, Apr. 9. 


A record 70 entries have been received 
for the 20th annual AMA/Winston 
Pro Series TT National at Ascot Park 
on Saturday, Apr. 4. Past years have 
seen the field between 40 and 50 
riders, so the 70-rider sign-up was a 
welcome surprise to j.C. Agajanian. 
The pre-entry shows 22 Yamahas, 19 
Hondas, 12 Triumphs, 11 H-Ds, and 
one each of Norton, Can-Am, BSA, 
American, Suzuki and Kawasaki. 
Mike Kidd won the event last year on a 
Honda 500 single. 


The night before the National TT at 
Ascot, Apr. 3, will see the ninth 
running of the Gardena Gold Cup 
AMA half mile for Experts, Juniors 
and Novices. A $3,000 purse is on 
the line. 


For those who are keeping tally, Jay 
Springsteen’s Houston Short Track 
National win marked his 26th career 








victory and puts him fourth on the all- 
time career win list. Only Joe Leonard 
(27), Bart Markel (28) and Kenny 
Roberts (29) have won more. Steve 
Eklund’s win in the Houston TT was 
his 14th career win and ties him for 
tenth in the record books. 


Though the Ventura round was can- 
celled due to threats of rain, the 
March Spring Classic brought speed- 
way racers and fans out of hiberna- 
tion over the weekend. The first 
race of the series took place Mar. 6 
at the Orange County Fairgrounds 
in Costa Mesa with the U.S. over- 
seas team beating the U.S. home 
team 38-34. Bobby Schwartz of the 
overseas team won each race he 
was in during the scratch-format 
team races while Shane Hawley 
took the handicap main and 
Jordan Duncan topped the Junior 
Speedway riders. The home team 
won the first three races at Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway in San Ber- 
nardino Sunday afternoon, but the 
overseas team took every victory 
after that, winning 48%-29%. 
Schwartz again topped the scratch 
portion with Craig Schaeffer getting 
the handicap win. Jim Busby was 
the Junior Speedway winner. Com- 
plete coverage next week. 


Thad Wolff had a Suzuki RG500 GP 
road racer to run in the 200. Wolff, a 
winner of two Novice Nationals last 
year, combined a large amount of club 
racing points and was advanced by the 
AMA to Expert ranking at his request. 
“Suzuki wants to sell the RG in the 
U.S. next year and I think this was a 
way to get some exposure, gauge the 
potential of the bike and if it goes 
badly I guess they can blame me with- 
out damaging anyone's reputation.” 
Wolff, was involved in a crash early in 
the 200. 


Wendy Epstein, one of three 
Expert licensed women in AMA 
road racing, failed to qualify her 
Suzuki Superbike for the 200. Ep- 
stein was more than a little mad at 
the way her machinery was per- 
forming and has reportedly parted 
company with her tuner Ken 
McNulty. 


Honda announces 750 V-twin 


dirt tracker 


DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 4 


The oft-rumored and long-awaited move has finally been made. Honda 
will roll in the dirt along the AMA Winston Pro Series trail, contesting 
the 1981 Grand National Championship/Winston Pro Series with a full- 
scale Class C effort, headed by Freddie Spencer and Jeff Haney. 

The motorcycle they have chosen for Spencer and Haney to ride in 
the half-mile and mile events, backbone of the Pro Series, is a 750cc 
water-cooled V-twin; designated the NS750. 

Jerry Griffith, Honda Class C Racing Manager, has been working on 
this project since the fall of 1980, in preparation for the 1981 assault. 

AMA rules require the construction of at least one complete motor- 
cycle, in addition to a minimum of 24 additional engines, available for 
sale; in order for a particular model of motorcycle to qualify for com- 
petition. Honda Racing Team Manager Dennis McKay said he has four 
engines now, and the remainder necessary for AMA homologation by 


the end of March. 


The NS750 power plant is a “bored and stroked” version of the 
CX500 which was first offered to the public in the 1977 model year. 

This engine is a water-cooled, four-stroke, four-valve, V-twin. The 
engine's “V” will be parallel to the wheelbase, and Honda said the 
motor will deliver in excess of 85 horsepower. 

Honda claims that despite the presence of a radiator on the water- 
cooled engine, there is no weight disadvantage because the light- 
weight aluminum unit weighs no more than the cooling fins on an air- 


cooled engine. 


The NS750 will weigh in at under 300 pounds, possibly some 20 
pounds lighter than the competitive Harley-Davidson. 

The engine features four valves per cylinder, with short push rods. 
This four valve system was introduced by Honda several years ago 
and is used in many of their current models. 





‘TIl be using PJ1 Products worldwide,” 
said Kenny Roberts about the promi- 
nent PJ1 sticker on his helmet. “They, 
along with Goodyear and Champion, 
are my only total sponsors. In addition, 
PJ1 will be used by Roberts/Lawwill 
Racing.” How much did it cost to sign 
the three time 500cc World Champion? 
Roberts would only smile. 


Winston Pro Series competitor Billy 
Labrie was slated to ride the 200, 
but withdrew his entry. Labrie was 
involved in a practice accident when 
someone working on the bike he 
was supposed to ride forgot to 
tighten the valve stem and the re- 
sulting pressure at high speed liter- 
ally sucked the air out. Labrie de- 
cided tempting fate once was 
enough. 


If I can run 2:06 laps in the 200,” said 
Honda's Freddie Spencer, “I can win 
the race. Spencer's times were in that 


, vicinity before he blew an engine while

leading the 200. 


It must be written somewhere that 
“He who has the largest race trans- 
porter rules the pits.” The trans- 
porter that hauls Freddie Spencer's 
Honda equipment around — and 
that of teammate Mike Spencer as 
well — is one step shy of a tractor 
trailer. The Yoshimura and Kawasaki 
race trucks, parked in the same area 
of the pits were dwarfed by com- 
parison.

Marty Tripes didn’t make the 
Atlanta Supercross round, nor will he 











attend Daytona. Tripes was involved 
in a road bike crash on February 20. 
He hit some oil on the road and slid 
into a telephone pole, totaling his 
Honda 750 F and doing some damage 
to his body. “I wrapped my body 
around the bike and rolled with it,” 
said Tripes. “I hit the pole broadside 
at about 50 and ended up laying in the 
dirt in pain. All I could do was see 
headlights. The second car that came 
by stopped. I punctured my kidney 
and had a bit of internal bleeding. I 
got out of the hospital Sunday night 
(February 22) and have to lie on my 
back for two weeks. I don’t understand 
it. I should have really been hurt.” 
After healing Tripes will go to Europe 
to race in the 500cc World 
Championship MX rounds.

Jim Pomeroy, the first American MX 
rider to win a GP, was spotted at the 
Bell Helmets Radio show, “I'll be run- 
ning some events in the Northwest and 
probably the 500cc Nationals if I can 
clear up entry problems with the 
AMA.” Imagine, a GP competitor in 
Europe for six seasons and he can't 
even get an entry to an AMA National 
because they say he, “isn’t a graded 
rider.” 


There was a second Suzuki RG500 
in the Daytona 200. It was ridden 
by Dutchman Jack Middleburg. He 
finished 12th. 


Ron Pierce, injured in the Suzuka 8- 
Hour endurance race in Japan late last 
season, was in Daytona to spectate and 
talk to Honda about his chances on re- 
gaining a ride. “I flew my private 
plane here from California,” said 
Pierce, “and it was more exciting than 
riding the 200. It took a week to get 
here because everywhere we seemed to 
fly we hit bad weather. I'm still re- 
cuperating from the Suzuka injuries 
and need more time on the track to 
really see how I feel. I’m not ready to 
hang up my leathers just yet.” 


Kees Van der Ven (KTM) was the 
overall winner in the 500cc Interna- 











tional motocross in St. Anthonis, 
Holland posting a 1-2 moto score. 
Maico-mounted Frans Sigman 
went 4-6 to put himself ahead of a 
tie for third between Suzuki's Jean 
Jacques Bruno (8-3) and Yamaha’‘s 
Neal Hudson (2-9). The tie was re- 
solved in Bruno’s favor by time. 
Former World Champions Graham 
Noyce (Hon) and Hakan Carlqvist 
(Yam) both crashed out of the first 
moto, but Noyce came back to 
score a fourth in the second round. 
KTM’s Gerard Rond also crashed 
in the first moto, but came back to 
win the second. Brad Lackey did 
not ride the event. Thanks to Bill 
Buchka for the information. 


At San Anthonis, Hakan Carlsqvist de- 
buted the Yamaha 500cc class water- 
cooled works bike. It was. not a 
particularly auspicious debut, as Carl- 
qvist crashed in the first moto and 
DNF the second. 


World 500cc Motocross Champion 
Andre Malherbe will be out of 
action for 3-4 weeks, following dis- 
covery last week of a broken bone 
in his hand. It was the same bone 
that Malherbe broke in the ‘79 
Unadilla Trans-USA round.

The Pig Farmer 
fulfills promise 
with second 
Daytona 200 win

Dale “Pig Farmer” Singleton from Dalton, GA, 
made good his promise to, “Hold a champagne 
party for all my fans and supporters at about 
4 p.m. on Sunday.” Singleton popped the cham- 


pagne for his second win in the 
Daytona 200 half an hour early, 
but who was keeping track of 
time? It was a popular victory for 
the 25-year-old rider whose game plan 
called for a calculated ride taking ad- 
vantage of every break in the attrition 
and mistake-marred event. 

In second place a full 20 seconds 
back, was Frenchman Marc Fontan 
while third went to Connecticut Yankee 
Rich Schlachter. David Aldana and 
Dan Chivington filled out the top five. 
All were Yamaha TZ750 mounted. 

Rounding out the top 10 were Kevin 
Stafford, Jimmy, Adamo, Mark Hom- 
chick, Frenchman Christian Sarron 
and Australian Wayne Gardner. Gard- 
ner was aboard the first four-stroke — 
a Moriwaki Kawasaki. 

It was chorus time in winner’s circle 
as Singleton’s entourage serenaded 
everyone with their version of pig calls. 
“Boy, it feels good,” said Singleton. “I 
want to thank so many people, my pit 
crew, sponsors Taylor White and Carl 
Bouckaert, and a super special thanks 





to my mechanic from Australia, John 
Redding. 

“I ran the race I wanted to right 
from the start. I took it easy because 
the 200 is a very long race. I just wanted 
to stay with the leaders. I don’t even 
pay much attention to my pit signs 
unless they're for gas, because if you re 
in the hunt after the second gas stop, 
that’s when the real racing comes 
down. Just about everything went 
smoothly.” 

Singleton was then shown his front 
tire which was missing large chunks of 
rubber on the left side. “Golly!” he ex- 
claimed. “I noticed a bit of a handling 
problem in the final laps under brak- 
ing in turn one,” said Singleton, “but I 
never thought anything like that was 
the problem.” 

Goodyear’s Chuck Kerns couldn't 
explain the problem either, which 
showed up on at least three other finish- 
ers. “It's the same tire we’ve used for 
the past three years at Daytona,” said 
Kerns. “We'll have to conduct some 
testing back at the plant. Until then I 
















don’t want to speculate what the 
problem was.” 

Marc Fontan, in halting English 
said, “I believe I could have won. 
However, I had a problem with my 
final gas stop and that probably cost 
me my chance. I was running very 
well.” Fontan was a close friend of last 
year’s winner Patrick Pons, who died 
in a racing accident. Fontan rides for 
the same team as Pons did — Sonnato- 
Gauloises. 

MacLean Racing's Rich Schlachter 
also lamented his bad luck. He had led 
for 20 laps before a series of misfortunes 
cooled this charge. “First I hit what I 
think was a spot of oil and in saving 
myself from a crash, I broke the wind- 
screen which pulled out the breather 
tube and that began spraying me with 
gas. The gas covered the bubble and 
made it difficult to see. Then I lost 
second and third gear and that killed 
my chance to win.” 

There was a first that went into the 
Daytona 200 record books: The first 
finish by a female rider. Gina Bovaird, 
who became the first female to qualify 
for the 200 last year but crashed in the 
late stages of the race, finished 37th 
this year despite a lengthy pit stop to 
adjust a very loose chain late in the 
race. “I believe we could have done at 
least 10 places better in finishing with- 
out the chain problem,” said Bovaird. 
“However, I'm just happy to have fin- 
ished. I feel it's quite an accomplish- 
ment. My sponsor — Star Brite 
(polish) — is quite happy with the 
results.” 

One of the biggest stories of the race 
was again centered on Kenny Roberts 
and his inability to break his Daytona 
jinx. For the second year in a row, stuck 
throttle slides sidelined the pre-race 
favorite. At the end of the third lap 
Roberts was in the pits with the full 
complement of high priced Yamaha 
talent attacking his bike. Fuming 
behind his dark face shield, Roberts 
paced up and down for perhaps two 
minutes then stalked away. Yamaha's 
Kenny Clark knew Roberts wouldn’t 
be back and called a halt to the work. 

“I firmly believe,” Clark would say 
then and later, “that when the AMA 
tech inspectors checked the carb re- 
strictors they closed the throttle slides 
before withdrawing the instrument 
used. That caused the throttle cable to 
develop a kink in it and consequently, 
the slide to stick open.” 

The AMA’s Mike DiPrete offered 
that Roberts had made an off-course 
excursion on the lap before he had 
come in and that trip might have 
caused the problem. 

To that logic Clark replied Roberts 
ran off the track because the throttle 
was sticking open and the problem was 
the cause, not the result, of the run off. 

In any case, it was another DNF in 
Roberts’ Daytona 200 book. 
Qualifying 

To see Kenny Roberts pick-up the 
pole position in qualifying for the 200 
did not surprise many. That Roberts’ 
time (2 min., 3.998 sec./112.357 mph) 
was a full one and one-half seconds 
slower than last year’s track record 
pace was noteworthy to some. 

However, the blustery wind 
conditions disturbed more than one 
rider's concentration including Roberts’. 
“The wind was gusting so bad,” said 
Roberts, “that I was literally blown 
past the chicane on the first lap of my 
qualifying session. If you weren't ready 
for it, the wind could really mess you 
up. 

Mike Kidd was one of those riders 
who ran afoul of the wind. He crashed 
in the chicane after getting in too hot

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and ran off into the sandy soil before 
going down and injuring two vertebrae 
in his back. Kidd spectated at the 200, 
saying he would be out three weeks 
with the injury. 

Dale Singleton, the second fastest 
qualifier, also had some interesting 
times out on the track. “The rear tire 
began to go soft on my second lap,” 
said Singleton. “I ran four altogether 
and then came in to change it. We 
finished with enough time for me to 
cut two more laps, but the officials 
wouldn't let me out again.” 

Last year only one four-stroke quali- 
fied on the front row — Wes Cooley’s 
Yoshimura Suzuki. This year there 
were three: Freddie Spencer's factory 
Honda and the Yoshimura Suzukis of 
Cooley and teammate Graeme Crosby. 

“The wind was so bad,” said 
Spencer, “we had to take off the lower 
part of the fairing. With it on, I was 
being blown up into the wall on the 
banking.” 

“We had some problems early in the 
week because they (Yoshimura) 
changed to new frames and they didn't 
handle as well as our frames from last 
year,” said Cooley. “We made the 
change to the old ones and were back 
in business.” 

Qualifying for the nearly 140 entries 
was done through timed practice ses- 
sions rather than by the flying lap. 
Each rider was given six laps — one to 
warm up — and timed on his next five 
with the fastest lap recorded as his 
qualifying run. The 20 fastest were 
gridded in the front four rows. Riders 
in the Friday session could bump any- 
one from 21st position on down. 


The 200 


Cooley and Spencer fired their retro: 
rockets and left the rest of the field in 
the dust when the green flag dropped 
on the start of the 200. The pair quick- 
ly stretched out a lead in the infield 
with Spencer ahead as the field hit the 
banking and where they fired another 
rocket-like blast to literally leap away 
from their pursurers. 

Schlachter was the last rider away in 
the first wave. “I burned up the clutch 
last year and didn’t want to this time 
so I just eased it out. I did it so good I 
killed the engine. That made me 
mad.” 

Spencer and Cooley led at the end of 
the first lap, with Roberts, David 
Aldana, Crosby, Boet Van Dulman, 
Schlacter and Singleton trailing. 

There was a bit of position shuffling 
as Roberts tried to make a move and 
found he had more throttle than he 
cared for in some situations. He held 
in as Singleton moved to fourth with 
Fontan right on his rear tire and 
Aldana leading Schlachter. 


Cooley retained second on the third 
lap behind Spencer, but was slipping 
off the pace set by “Fast Freddie.” “I 
began to have a lot of little problems,” 
said Cooley. “The carb slides were 
sticking and I had to keep playing with 
the throttle to get them to work right. 
Then I had some minor engine 
problems that eventually led to the 
engine quitting altogether on about 
lap 25. I hung in as long as I could.” 

The attrition factor was beginning 
to take hold. Of the 80 starters — two 
never made it off the grid — only 40 
finished. 

By lap five, Schlachter had sliced his 
way to second while Spencer breezed 
around like an instant replay of his 
blistering track attack of last year — 
only this time it was a Formula One 
Honda four-stroke he was aboard and 
not a two-stroke 750. 

Fontan and Singleton was giving 
Cooley fits in a duel for third while 
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Aldana, Sarron and a host of others 
followed. 

Van Dulman’s ride was quickly 
coming to an end. The Dutchman had 
broken a crank on the first lap of the 
morning’s final practice and feverish 
work to repair the damage was com- 
pleted just five minutes before tech in- 
spection closed. Unfortunately, the 
radiator couplings weren't tightened 
enough and coolant leaked out, 
causing engine overheating and 
forcing his retirement on lap seven. 

Also hitting the DNF column was 
Graeme Crosby who parked his Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki with gearbox and shifting 
problems. 

On lap 10 of the 52-lap race, Spen- 
cer had a 10-second lead over Schlachter 
who was a good distance ahead of the 
fight for third between Singleton/ 
Fontan or Fontan/Singleton — depend- 
ing upon where they were on the track. 
Cooley was being gained upon by 
Aldana while Christian Sarron was up 
to seventh. Past that position it was 
hard to tell just who was where al- 
though Jimmy Adamo and Wayne 
Gardner were on the move. 


Schlachter began to whittle away on 
Spencer's lead as the Honda appeared 
to lack the power coming off corners 
and out of the chicane it had in the 

ning laps. Singleton and Fontan 
Seii Dieting a berð on Schlachter in 
the meantime. 

John Long parked his ride on lap 
13. “The engine was slow and just got 
slower until it stopped. That’s it.” 


Gas stop signs began coming out for 
stops on lap 16 or 17. On lap 16, Spen- 
cer was in and out in an unofficial seven 
seconds. Five pits away, a near disaster 
was in the making as Cory Ruppelt’s 
pit crew disconnected the quick-fill 
from his tank before turning off the 
gas. This drenched the rider and 
covered a good bit of the pit area and 
pit road with gas. 

Singleton's pit was two areas away 
and as he came in for his stop he hit 
the gas and slid past his pit while brak- 
ing. Luckily, Singleton didn’t go down 
and he quickly took off — not losing a 
position. He came in on the next lap as 
Schlachter, who had taken over the 
lead when Spencer pitted, also stopped. 

Just as the gas stops of the leaders 
were taking place, Spencer ended his 
ride in a smokey pass of the start/finish 
line. “What can I say?” said a dejected 
Spencer. “The engine quit, that’s all I 

Honda had a high rate of engine 
problems in both their Superbikes and 
Formula One bikes, so much so that 
riders Mike Spencer and Roberto Pietri 
were given the option of riding the 200 
with their remaining engines or saving 
them for the Talladega Superbike 
round March 15. Both chose to sit out 
the 200. 

The entire complexion of the race 
had changed. It was nearly one-third 
finished and Roberts was out, the 
four-stroke challenge had fizzled and 
the top four finishers — in a somewhat 
different order — were already set. 
Schlachter held a bit of a lead over the 
Singleton/Fontan duel with Aldana 
cruising in fourth. 

Aldana would continue to run 
fourth for the remainder of the 52 
laps. “We didn’t get a good plug check 
in practice so there was some guesswork 
involved in jetting,” said Aldana after- 
wards of his Don Vesco/Bob Work- 
tuned Wasco Racing Yamaha. “The 
engine was on the rich side and I really 
couldn’t get the top end I wanted. I 
thought I could run with everybody in 
the opening laps, but as the race went 





on I saw I couldn't, so I settled into a 
comfortable pace and rode conserva- 
tively to fourth.” 

The center of attention became the 
Singleton/Fontan duel in which the 
pair would swap second three and four 
times a lap. The racing was close on 
the entire track. 

Meanwhile, Schlachter pulled out a 
near 12-second lead. 

Mick Grant drew attention on lap 
26 when he literally had his Yoshimura 
Suzuki explode into a fireball on the 
front straight. “I had a bleeding rod 
go through the bleeding crankcase,” 
said Britisher Grant. Lucikily, he 
wasn't singed. 

Dan Chivington was putting consis- 
tent riding to good use. He was aboard 
the G.V. Performance Yamaha that 
Ted Boody was slated to ride before 
Boody broke a collarbone in a crash 
earlier in the week. “I'm pumped,” 
said Chivington after his fifth-place 
finish. “I finally got a good bike to 
show how well I can ride. George 
Vencensi sure builds a good bike.” 

“I know,” said Boody who was also 
in the pits. “I should have been on it.” 

Jimmy Adamo, on the Meadowbrook 
Sales Yamaha, was plunking away to- 
ward a seventh-place finish. “I rode it 
one lap at a time and was going to 
finish no matter what,” said Adamo. 
“If I had known Kevin (Stafford) was 
ahead of me I could have gotten sixth, 
but I thought he was a lapped rider. 
That’s luck.” 

Schlachter began to slow slightly as 
the laps dwindled towards lap 34 and 
the beginning of the second gas stops. 
“I had to raise my head up on the bank- 
ing to see over the bubble. That didn’t 
help my concentration.” 

The margin was down to 4.5 
seconds as Schlachter, Singleton and 
Fontan all pitted for gas. Fontan over- 
shot his pit, made a U-turn and rode 
back, costing him precious seconds. 
Both Singleton and Schlachter were 
away quickly. The trio continued their 
battle in the same positions. 

Two laps later, Singleton moved by 
Schlachter in the entrance to the in- 
field. Without second and third gears, 
Schlachter was greatly hampered in 
the infield and motioned Fontan past 
three laps later. “I knew I couldn't 
keep up the pace with the tranny prob- 
lem,” said Schlachter, “so I let Dale 
and Marc fight their own war.” 

Singleton was off and running and 
by lap 43 had put nearly 20 seconds on 
Fontan. Schlachter was safe in third as 
was Aldana in fourth. Chivington had 
fifth sewn up. The only problem was 
finishing nine more laps to the check- 
ered flag. They did. 

Once winner’s circle ceremonies 
were over and the press had been satis- 
fied, there was an. emotion-charged 
gathering in the Beaulieu/Taylor White 
Racing garage area. Singleton thanked 
Taylor White for starting him off eight 
years ago and being behind him 
through thick and thin. He then drew 
Carl Bouckaert of Beaulieu — his GP 
sponsor — up on a makeshift stand to 
thank him. The final thanks were 
saved for his dad “C.E.” “This is what 
happens when you raise a boy up 
right,” said C.E. There were tears in 
Singleton’s eyes. D

International Lightweight 


Lawson shows ‘em

Eddie Lawson held classes for Jimmy Filice in 
the crafty art of skillful use of slower traffic to 
outwit an opponent. Filice learned his lessons 
well, but when it came to the final test it was 


Lawson, the teacher, showing 
Filice, the student, the way home 
in the 100-mile International 
Lightweight event. 

Anton Mang, the reigning 250cc 
World Champion, put his Kawasaki 
Germany entry into third to run to 
four his consecutive top four finishes. 

Fourth and fifth went to self-sponsored 
Yamaha rider Craig Morris and Jeff 
Sayle of Australia, respectively. Sayle 
was mounted on an Armstrong CCM, 
a British built road racer powered by a 
water-cooled Rotax engine. 

Lawson's second straight Lightweight 
win also marked the first by a rider on 
two brands — he won last year on a 
Yamaha. It was the second win by a 
brand other than Yamaha since 
1965. 

Unlike recent years where multi-rider 
battles were waged right to the flag, 
this year’s edition was basically a two 
rider event from the start with 
Lawson, aboard his Team Kawasaki 
entry — using chain drive rather than 
belt — and Filice, on the Roberts/ 
Lawwill Racing Yamaha, the pro- 


taganists. or do 





The heat races, run Friday, provided 
plenty of good racing with Filice win- 
ning the first after disposing of both 
lawson and Mang in strong form. 


The final heat saw a battle between 
Rich Arnaiz, on the Arnaiz Construc- 
tion Yamaha, and The Flower Com- 
pany/G. Groves Yamaha entry of Rusty 
Sharp. Arnaiz took the win to put 
Winston Pro Series Rookie of the 
Year candidates in the top two spots 
on the grid. Filice took the pole. 


The opening laps found Lawson 
holding a small lead over Filice as 
Mang began a blistering attack 
through traffic after a poor start. “I 
am not familiar with starting this way 
and did not make a very good one,” 
Mang would say later through an inter- 
preter. Sharp was in the hunt as was 
Arnaiz. 

From 76th starting spot on the grid, 
Rich Schlachter was slicing through 
traffic in a valiant attempt to catch the 
leading group before they got too far 
away. Schlachter, already 10 seconds 
off the pace from a third wave start 
after seizing the engine in his heat, was 
up to 19th by the start of lap three. 


By lap four Lawson had a four-second 
lead on Filice and Mang was in third, 
but pressured by both Sharp and Dan 
Chivington. Arnaiz was in the pits with 
undisclosed problems, but out quickly 
although losing any chance of getting 
back with the leaders. 

On the following lap Filice had cut 
Lawson's margin to three seconds 
while opening a six second lead 
himself on Mang. Mang was putting 
room between himself and Sharp while 
Schlachter continued to move up 
through traffic. 

Sharp took himself out of the race 
with a crash in the infield. He was 
shaken up. The site of the crash had 
taken out at least four other riders 
earlier in the race when somebody 
dumped oil on the track. 

With Sharp out, Mang inherited a 
cushion on the rest ofthe field he 
would hold until the finish, Mang 
slowed in the final laps, plagued by an 
apparent loose rear axle that affected 
the handling of the bike. 

Meanwhile, Lawson was giving 
Filice lessons on riding in traffic 
through the infield. Lawson seemed to 
always pick up the edge in the infield 
and then lose some of it to the 110- 
pound Filice when the bikes hit the oval 
and raw horsepower rather than 
finesse was the main ingredient. 

By lap 13, the halfway point, Filice 
had closed to within about 10 
bikelengths of Lawson as the pair en- 
tered the infield only to have Lawson 
slip away in traffic. Schlachter was 
now in fourth and closing slightly on 
Mang. Craig Morris had moved into 
fifth. 

Schlachter's charge ended on the 
next lap. “The chain jumped off going 
into turn one,” said Schlachter after- 
ward. “I stopped and put it back on, 
but it jumped off again. I felt that I 
could get away with it coming off 
twice, but three times was pushing my 
luck so I parked it.” 

While Schlachter was going out, 


_ Filice _was | going ahead, _grabbing the 


lead from Lawson at thé start/finish 
line going into lap 15. In addition, 
Sayle had moved to a tenuous fourth 
ahead of Morris and Bobby Behel. 

Behel, who had been struck by a low 
flying peron in his heat race while 
lying third, had his bad luck struck 
this time while fourth on lap 17. “Ap- 
parently vibration caused a hole to 
wear in the gas tank at the front 
mount,” said Behel. “Luckily, I ran 
out near the pits and coasted in, ran to 
my pit, got gas and filled up.” The 
problem dropped Behel to 32nd. 

Chivington was another hard luck 
rider. He lost his ignition in the closing 
laps while lying sixth. 

Morris retained possession of fourth 
to the flag while Sayle and Bavarian 
Cycle/Longevity-sponsored John Long

Mert Lawwill and Dick Mann were 
flashing Filice pit signs as the laps wore 
down. Lawson regained the lead on 
lap 18 and although ety chal- 
lenged, did not relinquish it again. 

“He (Lawson) taught me a lesson,” 
said Filice in the winner's circle. “If I 
just could have gotten closer on the 
final lap I know I could have swooped 
him.” 

“I congratulate Jimmy on a fine 
ride,” said Lawson. “Every time I 
looked back there he was. He doesn’t 
give up. I almost didn’t make it here,” 
continued Lawson. “Near the end I 
thought Jimmy was drafting and I 
went down on the apron along the 
front straight. I hit some dirt, got the 
bike crossed up and somehow saved it. 
I wouldn't have liked to do anything to 
mess up all the work Steve and Mike 
Johnson did.”

Yoshimura Suzuki teamsters Wes Cooley and 
Graeme Crosby slashed through the field of 
1981 Bell Superbike 100 contenders with the 
14 merciless efficiency of Samurai warriors. Only 





one rider, Team Honda’s world 
class bayou boy Freddie Spencer, 
could offer a serious challenge to 
the dominant duo. And Spencer's 


effort nearly ended in flames at a mid- 
race pit stop. 


Predictions for the season opener 
could only be based on qualifying 
times, a new method of determining 
starting grid positions for Daytona’s 
Superbike event. (Heat races have de- 
cided grid positions in previous years.) 
And in those qualifying laps, Team 
Yoshimura shone brightest. Reigning 
AMA Superbike Champion Wes 
Cooley and last year's Daytona winner 
Graeme Crosby scorched the $.87-mile 
road course late Thursday afternoon 
in close formation drafting each other 
to take the top times, absolutely iden- 
tical to the nearest thousandth of a 
second: 2:07.826! 


Freddie Spencer's CB900-based Team 


Honda Superbike howled to within 
one second of the Yoshimura machines 
with a third best time of 2:08.719. 


Team Kawasaki's runner-up in the 
controversial 1980 Superbike Cham- 
pionship, Eddie Lawson, wrung a 
fourth fastest lap out of an obviously 
slower machine at 2:09.394 for a front 
row starting spot. Moriwaki Kawasaki- 
mounted Wayne Gardner put an 
Aussie on row one by turning the fifth 
quickest lap with a 2:11.228 time. 


Rounding out the top 10 qualifiers 
were Team Honda's Mike Spencer 
(2:12.245); Canadian Kawasaki entry 
Lang Hindle (2:14.734); Team Kawa- 
sakis Dave Emde (2:14.926); Team 
Honda's resident Venezuelan Roberto 
Pietri (2:15.044) and Harry Klinzmann 
on the Racecrafers International Kawa- 
saki with a 2:15.824 lap.

A mob of reporters 
and photographers instantly surrounded 
Pops and Fujio Yoshimura as their for- 
midable Superbikes rolled silently into 

osition. The circle expanded to 
include Spencers Honda; all others 
were virtually ignored. 

Finally the grid was cleared, the one 
minute card flipped sideways and Wes 
Cooley found himself in the lead as his 
rear slick found traction first and 
catapulted him into turn one. 


By the time they'd completed lap 
one, Freddie Spencer had secured 
himself to Cooley's fender with Crosby 
in his draft. On the next lap, Crosby 
slipped around both of them to take a 
turn at the head of the leading triad. 

Eddie Lawson held fourth with 
Moriwaki's Wayne Gardner in fifth. 

The lead-swapping continued up 
front. Cooley would be credited with 
leading seven times with a total of 14 
laps in first place. Crosby's tally would 
be six changes, nine laps in front. 

Lap four saw Mike Spencer pull 
around Gardner into fifth. 

Dave Emde ran into trouble on the 
fifth lap, stepping off his works Kawa- 
saki near the pit entrance as he at- 
tempted to pull off the track. Early 
reports said the bike caught fire. 

“No, it didn’t catch on fire,” a very 
dejected Dave Emde explained later, 
“I was coming off the bank; it just quit 
ee on me. I was heading for pit 
road...I just parked it in the dirt, but 
the Je e was hung up a little bit, so 





I jumped off of it! 1 p onani didn’t 
need to do that; I cou fa have stopped 
it, hit the kill switch, but I was in a 
panic...” 

Freddie Spencer led lap five, towing 
Cooley and Crosby. The lead-swapping 
continued as the fast three tested each 
other and planned for the upcoming 
fuel stop. 

Pit stops caused problems from mini 
to near catastrophe. Lap 12 almost 
stopped Freddie Spencer's charge 
when fuel somehow overflowed onto 
the hot motor and burst into flames! 
Freddie bailed off, letting the bike 
fall, but the alert crew blasted the 
flames with fire extinguishers before 
terminal damage was done. Spencer 
remounted and left the pit are before 
the smoke had cleared. 


Meanwhile, both Yoshimura bikes 
pulled in for gas, and after a minor 
mix-up about which bike went where, 
both exited with Cooley wheelieing out 
first. 

Now it was Eddie Lawson's turn to 
lead. The team Kawasaki Superbike 
had one advantage: The other three 
riders had taken “slow” pit stops. 
Eddie had another disadvantage: He 
had to stop for gas sometime, and the 
Yoshimura machines were closing fast. 


Kawasaki delayed so long in calling 
Lawson in, that speculation began 
that they might try to go all the way. 
Team manager Gary Mathers may 
have wished that were the case, but in 
an instant interview with pit announcer 
Ted Otto, Mathers confirmed the 
obvious: Lawson must pit. 





Harry Klinzmann dropped out on 
unlucky lap 13, motor smoking and 
dripping oil. Mike Spencer rolled into 
the Honda pits, completely out of gas. 

Lawson continued, still without pit- 
ting, and led for laps 13 through 18. 
Cooley caught him first, then Crosby. 
Lawson looked down at his motor, 
then pulled into the pits. Oil was leak- 
ing, coating the machine from the 
motor back. Still, they topped the fuel 
tank, and Eddie headed back out on to 
the track. 

Cooley and Crosby kept the action 
hot, repeatedly swapping places for 
the lead. Freddie Spencer, some 19 
seconds back in third place, was out of 
the contention for the win. 

On the 22nd lap, Lawson slowed 
noticeably, then pulled into pit road 
and rolled the Kawasaki directly be- 
hind pit wall without stopping to 
discuss it with the team. 


Oil covered the footpegs, making it 
all but impossible to accurately control 
the machine. 

“It kept going sideways real bad, 
trying to highside me, so I came in,” 
Lawson said. 

Fingers were crossed in the 
Yoshimura pits as the laps wound 
down, closer and closer to their fifth 
consecutive win at the Daytona event. 

Mike Spencer returned to the track 
after refilling his empty gas tank, but 
when he tucked in going down the in- 
field straight, fuel sitting bythe gas 
cap blew up onto his face shield. He 
looked down to see where it was 
coming from, then looked up just in 








time to realize that he'd overshot the 
next turn! Once again he got back on 
the course and made it pay off with a 
fifth place. 

Cooley found himself in the wrong 
place — he thought — on the last lap. 
He was leading, and he figured Crosby 
would slingshot past coming out of the 
last turn. It was not to be. Wes Cooley 
roared across the Daytona International 
Speedway finish line 0.7 seconds ahead 
of his teammate with a race speed aver- 
age of 107.744 mph, a new record! 

“Everything worked out just great!” 
Cooley understated happily in victory 
circle. “Graeme played a game I 
thought I was going to play. He stayed 
behind to pass at the end.” 

“Wes pulled a fairly big slide 
coming out of the chicane,” Crosby 
responded to the why-didn’t-you ques- 
tion, “I did, too. I'd like to re-run 
those last few laps!” 

Freddie Spencer added a parting 
note: “There’s many more races to 
come!” 

Then it was time for photographs 
with Pops and Fujio joining their 
riders on the front row. Fujio summed 
it up with a one-word expression of 
what the American audience had just 
witnessed; Banzai! ®

AMA Supercross Series: Round 5 


Shultz on form 
again

Team Suzuki’s Darrell Shultz once again proved 
his 1981 hot streak is no fluke by wrapping up 
the Supercross round at Daytona. Shultz won 
20 out in a first turn clash which left Atlanta win- 





ner Mark Barnett and Bob Han- 
nah on the ground. Shultz took 
the lead from there and held a 
charging Donnie Cantaloupi at 
bay the entire race. 

With his win Shultz took over the 
points lead in the series with 122. 
Mark Barnett finished eighth and is 
now second in the standings with 117. 
Kent Howerton was seventh and now 
has 106 points for third in the series 
and defending Supercross Champion 
Mike Bell is a close fourth in the points 
battle with 101. 

The Gary Bailey-designed track was 
fast, but the speed necessary to be a 
winner caused some riders trouble. 
Many tricky whoops, drop-offs and 
double and triple jumps accompanied 
fast straights. Holding it on off one 
jump and clearing two or three others 
without landing was the trick, but it 
took skill and timing. Rider consensus 
after practice was that the track was 
very fast and jumps were dangerous if 
one didn’t attack them correctly. Top 
riders were looking aggressive, but 
most were saving hot moves for their 
heat races. 

Attendance was fine at a reported 
50,000 but the usual roaring crowd of 








the past at Daytona was absent. At 
times, spectators responded, but in the 
final the lack of a real duel for the win 
kept things mellow. 

Instead of the usual qualifying system 
used in Supercross where 25 riders 
qualify, Daytona’s gate accepts 41 rid- 
ers so eight riders transferred from 
each heat, four from each semi and 
one from the consolation. 
Preliminaries 

Team Yamaha's Bob Hannah got a 
nice launch out of the hole in qualifier 
one, but it was Suzuki's Mark Barnett, 
Honda’s Johnny O'Mara and Moto-X 
Fox’s David Bailey in charge through 
lap one. Barnett brought the crowd to 
life when he pulled the stops out over 
the back straight triple jumps and 
cleared all three, grabbing about four 
seconds of air time. He pulled a strong 
lead to the finish with hard, consistent 
riding. O’Mara held second and 
Honda’s Donnie Hansen edged Bailey 
for third. Hannah took Malco's Alan 
King by the line and Yamaha supported 
Dave Hollis came in next. Jeff Surwall 
claimed the final transfer on his 
Yamaha. 

It was Shultz’s game in qualifier two 
as he rode to a win. Honda’s Rich 
Coon and Kawasaki’s Warren Reid 
tightened up the 1-2-3 slots at mid- 
race, and Reid won the battle for 
second. Coon, Kris Bigelow, John 
Reinholt, Jeff Hicks, Rex Staten and 
Mark Garrison rounded out the 
transfer spots. 

Qualifier three offered some dicing 
as Yamaha's Broc Glover took the lead 
only to stall by the slippery road 
crossing. Some clashing in turn one 
left Honda's Chuck Sun behind. 

Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi lost 
no time jumping into the lead and ber- 
serked his way to a win. Glover came 
back to second and stayed there, and 
Suzuki’s Kent Howerton got in ahead 
of Steve Martin on a Cycle Springs 
Yamaha. Maico’ Mickey Kessler 
topped Vickery Yamaha rider Arlo 
Englund for fifth. Next came DG's 
Mark Murphy, and Andy Stacy kept 
his KTM ahead of Sun who was minus 
a clutch lever. 


“Someone railed me at the start of 
the race,” said Sun, who was headed 
for a semi. “The clutch lever was so 
loose I hit it and it came off.” 

Ambulance flags came out during 
lap one of qualifier four when Dan 
Conway crashed into a dip. Suzuki's 
Marty Smith owned the holeshot, but 
Maico’s Carlos Serrano took the lead 
away by lap two. Suzuki's Denny 
Bentley came up on Serrano and took 
him near the end of the race to win. 

Defending Supercross champ Mike 
Bell had problems but kept pushing 
his factory Yamaha and landed third. 
Smith headed Yamaha's Rick Burgett 
for fourth and Keith Oelerich won out 
over Honda's Jim Gibson. Mike Twigg 
held on for the last slot to the final. 

Kawasaki's Goat Breker had 
problems in his heat, but semi one was 
his all the way. He pulled a nice lead 
on Can-Am’s Jim Holley and Jim Ellis. 
The two battled for second with Holley 
getting the edge. Bill Grossi.put his 
Husky across the line for the fourth 
and last transfer. 

Five riders went down in turn one in 
semi two, but Florida’s Kenny Keylon 
got by to lead. Chuck Sun held it on 
hard over the triple jumps to take 
away the lead and from there looked 
smooth until he almost crashed off the 
same jump he passed Keylon on. 
Maico’s Eric Eaton and Troy Vincent 
claimed the other transfers. 

Wemyss Scott took the consolation 
holeshot, but Doug Longwell worked 














by to lead and win with a pressing 
Scott on him all the way. 


Final 


The sun went away as overcast skies 
took over before the final. 
Temperatures dropped a bit and rac- 
ing conditions were optimum. 

Holeshots are everything in Super- 
cross, and no one knows that better 
than the top riders in contention for-a 
win. Shultz, Barnett and Hannah 
smacked together and after the dust 
had cleared Shultz was on his way and 
Hannah and Barnett were left in the 
dirt. Sun also ended up in trouble and 
was stopped on an outside line. 

A few laps into the race, Murphy 
went down and his bike was used for 
traction by the pack. Scott ended up 
with his bike tangled on Murphy’s. 
Soon positions set up with Shultz 
leading Cantaloupi, Bentley, Gibson, 
Smith, Serrano, Hansen and Bell. 

The track was getting tricky due to 
ruts and altered turns due to rider 
traffic. Reinholt did a head-first dive 
off the triple jump and knocked him- 
self out. He was pulled off the track, 
but as soon as he got his wind back he 
re-entered the race two laps down. 

At mid-race Gibson put it on 
Bentley for third 2nd began a press on 
Cantaloupi. Smith was alone in fifth, 
Hansen and Bell were at it for sixth 
and O’Mara was next. 

Bell slid out and lost a position to 
O’Mara, and Barnett and Howerton 
joined the two to form a four-rider 
freight train for seventh. All were 
looking for the hot lines, but equal 
talent between the four kept things 
steady for a few laps. Then O’Mara 
misjudged a jump and endoed out of 
contention. 

Shultz didn’t make any mistakes. 
His new riding theory of being smooth 
and slowing down works. He took the 
win with Cantaloupi close but out of 
range. Gibson, Hansen, Bentley and 
Smith were spaced apart behind, and 
Howerton edged Barnett for seventh. 
Bell was ninth, and Rex Staten — last 
year’s Daytona winner — rounded out 
the top 10. 

“They moved the corner markers in 
and once I got out front I had to hug 
the tires,” said Shultz in winner's 
circle. 
Donnie would watch me. On lap two 
he blew around me, but I forced my 
way back around. It was one of those 
days where you wake up and you know 
you're just as fast as anybody out 
there. I didn’t take any crazy chances 
because Donnie wasn’t the points 
leader. Hey, before this is over I’m 
gonna win my share of these things!” 

“I watched Darrell and followed 
him around. I rode opposite from him 
in some corners. I thought I could get 
him, but I knocked a berm out trying,” 
said Cantaloupi. 

After finishing 17th Hannah headed 
to the hospital for treatment for a 
nasty gash he picked up on his arm 
from his first turn encounter with 
Barnett. e

Adamo leads Duc

“The strategy was to get out in front and not 
look back,” said Battle of the Twins winner 


Jimmy Adamo after his flag-to-flag victory in 


the 50-mile event. Ducati-mounted Adamo led 


fellow Ducati riders Rich 
Schlachter and Malcolm Tun- 
stall to the finish line. The top 
was filled out by Moto-Guzzi rid- 
er John Tesauro and the BMW of John 
Long. 

The idea behind the inaugural 
event was to give the four-stroke twins 
an event of their own since the multi- 
cylinders are now dominant in the 
Superbike class. The class was broken 
into four sections including GP, Modi- 





fied Production for both Expert and 
Amateur and Stock Production to give 
every twin owner/rider a chance. 
Ducati was the most dominant brand 
in the field which included just about 
something of everything. 

The three-wave, 76-rider start saw 
Adamo and his Berliner/Reno Leoni 
Ducati scoot away with the lead fol- 
lowed closely by the San Jose BMW of 
David Emde and David Roper’s Team 
Obsolete/Brooklin H-D Harley — 
punched up to 980cc from 750cc and 








nestled in a frame formerly used by 
Cal Rayborn. 

By the end of the first of 13 laps, 
Adamo had stretched out a small lead 
and Roper was blowing by Emde with 
Emde returning the favor in the infield. 
Meanwhile, Schlachter, who had taken 
Ted Boody’s place on the G.V. Perfor- 
mance Ducati after Boody broke a 
collarbone in a practice crash, was 
lurking back in fifth behind Tunstall’s 
Henter Enterprises/Syd’s Cycle Ducati. 

By the fourth lap, Adamo had a six 
second lead. “I wanted to open up 
some breathing room,” said Adamo, 
“so that nobody could catch my draft. 
I felt if someone did catch the draft 
that they might be able to get by.” 
Adamo had little to worry about for he 
was the dominant force. 

Roper was losing ground at the rate 
of about two seconds per lap and 
slowed dramatically at the end with 
undiagnosed ignition problems. 

Emde was another rider who 
wouldn't be around at the finish. The 
engine began to smoke badly as he 
came down past the start/finish line to 
begin lap nine and he parked it in the 
infield. 

John Tesauro, aboard the 
Mangaudi’s/ Jeff's Cycle-sponsored 
Moto-Guzzi- and Bavarian Cycle 
BMW-mounted John Long were 


having a go at it through the closing, 





laps until the BeeEm began to sputter 
a bit and slow, letting Tesauro get 
away. 

Adamo continued to grind off the 
laps adding two and three seconds at a 
swipe until he finally rolled up an im- 
pressive 39-second lead at the checker- 
ed flag. 

Schlachter also had a good lead on 
the rest of the field. OARS 

I thought it was a fun race,” said 
Schlachter afterwards. “I believe if I 
had started in the first wave that 
Jimmy and I might have gotten 
hooked up and put on a good show.” 

“I almost didn’t make it,” said 
Adamo. “I started to run out of gas 
two laps from the end. I was sloshing 
the tank and doing everything I could 
while praying for the checkered flag to

A ride that takes three months should go into 
someone’s book of records. This was a ride that 
surmounted a multitude of problems. But with

Third Annual Death Valley/ 
Saline Valley motorcycle ride was 
finally completed. It was well 
worth all the effort. 

A departure from the two previous 
trips was made. Instead of the long 
one-loop, two-day ride, a loop was 
made each day. They ranged from 
21.2 miles to 122 round trips and each 
had something to whet our scooter 
riding appetite. The total distance was 
a long 1,619,904 feet or 306.8 miles. 

Two ghost towns, a skinny-dipping 
hot spring, miles of challenging dirt 
road, unforgettable scenery and beau- 
tiful weather was the treat enjoyed by 
the author and his partner. Originally 
10 riders and three support vehicles 
were signed up. Due to scheduling, 
vacations, a couple of irate wives, and 
a poorly timed change of mind by sev- 
eral riders, the list dropped to two. 
The logistics encountered by the two 
of us were a problem but not insur- 
mountable. Carrying the extra fuel on 
one trip was the biggest. 

The area covered is filled with his- 
toric leftovers, so a person is filled with 
wonderment as to the engineering, in- 
genuity and the human sweat that 
went into the building of the roads, 
the trams, the mines and the towns we 
used or visited. 

Usually run in May, we moved the 
date backward to June due to the eleva- 
tion attempted and to help ensure half- 
way decent road and weather 
conditions, Considering what had 
happened to us last year (snow), I 
thought it was a smart move. 

We arrived in Darwin on June 26, 
and soon were ready for the tough rides 
ahead. We again used Tim's front 
yard as our pit site. Tim is a full time 
resident, and while short in stature he 
is big of heart and one hell of a nice 
guy. Darwin is an interesting town; to 
some it’s a ghost, but to its 35 residents 
it's home. The town is named after 
Doctor Darwin French and began to 
grow after silver-lead ore was found in 
1874. In short order they were pulling 
200 tons a day from the earth. The 
school which is still standing was built 
in 1876, but now the few children 
travel 35 or so miles into Lone Pine for 
their education. In 1877 the population 
reached 4500 plus, and 60 mines and 
five smelters were in full operation. In 
later years, tungsten was the prime 
product and the total returns of the 
silver, lead, gold and tungsten has 
been estimated at $35 to 40 million. 
‘One mine is back in operation and they 
are doing new sampling in another. 
Could be a new boom for Darwin. 

There are several interesting spots 
around town to explore. The cave 
houses down in the wash just west of 
the main intersection are unique and 
unusual. The cemetery is worth a stop. 
The large tombstone is for Nancy 
Williams. Nancy, a red light madame, 
was a good soul being helpful to the 
sick, the poor and the hurt. When 
Nancy was killed, the miners erected 
the impressive stone. Hers is a story in 
itself. 

Our first ride was east 10.6 miles to 
the famous Darwin Falls. The falls are 
an inspiring sight. The lush foliage 
and the water in this dry land makes 
their setting almost like a movie set. 
From the road it’s a mile walk to the 
lower fall. The BLM has recently moved 
the No Vehicle sign back .8 miles. Sev- 
eral years ago they closed some of the 
area near the falls to vehicles when 
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$1000000.

some nit-wit almost.ruined them with 


a bulldozer. The lower fall is easy to , 


reach but the upper ones are a bit 
tricky with lots of rock climbing. I'd 
advise bringing along tennis shoes be- 
cause MX boots just won't cut it. 

After the falls an attempt to ride 
over to Lookout was made. Bad luck 
began to haunt us. The temperature 
shot up to over 100° (108° at the Cal 
Trans station on Highway 190), the 
dirt road needed just disappeared (flash 
flood in April) and what remained was 
almost unrideable. We gave up and 
started our return to Darwin, Seven 
miles from our pit site a broken throttle 
and oil injector cable resulted in a 
long, hot tow job. My 185 pulling a big 
360 sled up a rocky, rutted canyon 
with a 2000 foot climb wasn’t easy. My 
bike complained bitterly. With the 
nearest bike shop 85 miles away and if 
parts were to be had, we wrote the trip 
off and decided to come back at a 
cooler time and with better maintained 
bikes. 

We returned on Oct. 8 to complete 
the trip. Shortly after arrival we gassed 
up, lubed the chain, filled our canteens 
and headed for Cerro Gordo via San 
Lucas Canyon. We rode north out of 
Darwin to Highway 190, turned right 
for 4.1 miles then left on the Saline 
Valley Road. Follow the pavement for 
8.2 miles to the White Talc Road. 
There used to be a sign but not now. 
Many of the signs have been removed 
so mileages are very important. Go left 
here and after 3.6 miles you drop into 
San Lucas Canyon. Go right for 4.7 
miles and a road will appear on your 
left. Turn and start up. It’s up all the 
way now, but not bad, just soft and 
rutted. After passing two mines and 
climbing 3000 feet, you’ll top the crest 
and drop into Cerro Gordo, 34.6 miles 
from Darwin. 

The town hanging on the flank of 
9184’ Buena Vista Peak (now called 
Cerro Gordo Peak) is fantastic. In 
1865 Pablo Flores found silver and 
filed a claim. From then on Cerro 
Gordo has had a kind of a roller coast- 
er history. Abundant ore one year, 
slim pickings the next. Shortages of 
the necessities from time to time. High 
silver prices, then prices so low it 
didn’t pay to dig it. Lawsuits, 
skullduggery, claim jumping and bank- 
ruptcy were the normal happenings. 
High times for some, death for many. 
Still the miners came. Finally the silver 
days were over. Several attempts to 
revive the mines ended with many 
companies deep in debt. 


Some high rollers came to “Fat Hill” 
(a liberal translation of Cerro Gordo) 
and became even higher rollers. They 
lived high, carried considerable weight, 
controlled many lives for years. Most 
died penniless, some went into total 
obscurity. A couple whose names still 
are well known (Beaudry and Nadeau) 
went into other careers and did very 
well if not better in their new ventures. 

In 1866, Victor Beaudry opened a 
store to handle the needs of the miners 
and also opened the first toll road up 
from the Owens Valley. This road 
later became known as the infamous 
Yellow Grade. It was the main artery 
and still is to Cerro Gordo. A couple of 
years later Remi Nadeau began his 
freight operation and Mort Belshaw 
built the first smelter. Population was 
now 1500. The American Hotel was 
erected in 1871 and stands today. Even 
the old cook stove is still in place. So 
many people were coming and going 
that two daily stages made trips up the 
steep hill. During 1873, Nadeau and 
his mules were moving 700 tons of car- 
go per month. The long 225 mile trip 
to Los Angeles took 10 hard days. A 
transportation problem developed in 
1873 and 18,000 ingots, each weighing 
85 pounds, stacked up on the shore of 
Owens Lake at Cartago. That must 
have been a sight to see.

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During the late '70s silver ore began 
to wane and zinc was discovered in 
1879. With zinc unimportant, the 
town lay stagnant for many years. A 
few hardy and stubborn souls poked in 
the thin and elusive ore veins and 
eeked out a bare living. In 1906 the 
Great Western Ore and Reduction 
Company arrived and knowing what 
to do with zinc, a minor boom started. 
A tramway was built in 1907 and it 
moved 50 tons per day. This was not 
effective so a new Leschen aerial tram- 
way was completed in 1915. It was 
partly dismantled in 1959. Most of it 
now lays in a dump in Nevada. The 
new tram was 29,560 feet long. Some 
of the towers still stand and up one 
narrow side canyon an ore bucket 
swings on its rusting cable. 1936 is the 
year Cerro Gordo's life came to an end 
according to the historians. Through 
the years 700 claims were filed on the 
hill, The miners punched more than 
39 miles of tunnel into the mountain. 
If the hill could be X-rayed, it would 
appear to be a honeycomb. 

As we pulled up to the center of 
town we met colorful Barbara Smith, 
one of the owners. We had an inter- 
esting chat covering the past and even 
the future of her town. Barbara gave 
us permission to ride out to the Morn- 
ing Star Mine, 1.5 miles to the south. 
The view from here, down the moun- 
tain and out across the Owens Valley 
to the Sierras, is almost unreal. Back 
in town we checked out the hotel, poked 
around Beaudry's smelter and some 
machinery dumps. These dumps would 
be a collector's paradise. 

Back on the bikes we bid goodbye to 
Barbara, saying we'd see her again in a 
couple of days. We retraced our route 
back down San Lucas Canyon and ar- 
rived in Darwin tired and a bit dusty. 
It was the end of an interesting and 
nostalgic day... 

The next mo 


y ing dawned bright 
and cool. RIEA -we were on the bikes 





and headed for the hot springs in the 
bottom of Saline Valley. This turned 
into a 122-mile round trip and the 
temperature reached a very warm 95°. 
We retraced our previous day’s route 
for 19 miles, turned right at the White 
Talc Road and headed up to Hunter 
Mountain. At the junction of the Hunt- 
er Mountain Road and the Saline 
Valley Road go left and start down 
Grapevine Canyon. The sign here is 
also gone. With so many missing signs 
I wonder if it’s vandals or the BLM. 
From the top of Grapevine Canyon it’s 
a 4800 foot drop in the next 24 miles. 
It was on this trip we had to carry 
extra fuel for my partner’s 360. His 
pack was full of camera gear, so with a 
gallon on my front fender strapped to 
the number plate and one in my knap- 
sack, I was a tad uncomfortable. I 
don’t recommend carrying fuel in this 
manner but Arco hasn't seen fit to sell 
gas in the area. The ride down Grape- 
vine Canyon was super, marred only 
by what seemed like tons of burro 
muffins on the road. We saw about 15 
burros on this trip, mostly down by the 
dry lake. After clearing the canyon 
plus a few miles we reach the road 
going east into Death Valley. Called 
the “by-pass,” it is seldom used. Its 
condition will tell you why. I got rid of 
the gas on the fender. The 360 drank 
it all. I was counting on at least 30 
miles per gallon. Later we figured it 
was getting 24. 


Continuing north and east we 
headed for the dry lake 14 miles 
ahead. On its edge you'll see the 
remnants of the ‘Saline Valley Salt 
Tram. Here you are at the lowest part 
of the ride and are at about 1000 feet 
in elevation. Looking almost due south 
you see some of the towers as they go 
up Daisy Canyon. I'll cover the history 
of the tram later as we rode to its sum- 
mit station on the last day. From 
where the tram crossed the road, 


continue north 2.6 miles to the south 
road going to the hot springs. This 
junction is easy to miss. With just a 

ipe as a marker, mileages are a prime 
importance. A good odometer is very 
helpful. After the right turn, the next 
7.8 miles were rutted and dusty but 
fun. Don’t try it if it’s muddy; 4X4s are 
known to have gotten stuck. 

On reaching the spring, the water 
and the shade were a welcome sight. 
The skinny dipping young lady wasn’t 
bad either. The hot spring is one of 
nature’ anomalies. Here in this 
parched land, to find a spring is a real 
treat. But in this canyon there are 
three. The first is Lower Warm 
Spring, up the road .7 miles is Palm 
Spring. Then, 2 plus miles is Upper 
Warm Spring. Most use Lower Warm 
Spring due to the abundant shade. 
The pools have been cement lined and 
are super. We rode past and on up to 
Palm Spring and its two pools which 
were lined beautifully with cement 
and rocks by a motorcycle group. 
They did a superb job. The only bum- 
mer is that there is no shade, only two 
very small palm trees. 

We returned to Lower Warm 
Spring, met a scooter rider camping 
there and were invited for a soak. It 
was worth every mile of the ride. Later 
with regrets we left, vowing to return 
another day. The people we met here 
were wonderful. If you go please bring 
you good manners, leave guns at 
home, and take only your trash when 
you leave. Sounds fair, doesn’t it? 


We added the last gallon of fuel I'd 
carried and when we finally returned 
to Darwin the 360 had only a quarter 
of an inch left in the tank. Figure your 
gas consumption very close on this 
trip. On the way out we used what is 
called the Painted Rock Road (Warm 
Springs Road on most maps). From 
the spring it’s 2.5 miles to a fork, go 
right. Then head west 4.5 miles to the 
main road. Turn left and head south. 
This route is 5.2 miles further than the 
one used going in. On the way back we 
stopped in lower Grapevine Canyon 
and laid in the shade for awhile to give 
our poor buns a welcome rest. 


This was the longest one day trip 
we've made. The 122 miles with the 
heat, rough road and such it seemed 
twice as far. I had estimated this ride 
at 121.8, missing it by only .2 of a 
mile. Maybe riding around the 
muffins made the difference. 

Darwin was a welcome sight and 
after a couple of gimlets I was ready 
for the next day. The photographer 
was happy and rested after an hour's 
nap. 

The third ride was over to the once 
famous town of Lookout and its also 
famous Modoc Mines. We used the 
same route as the Darwin Falls ride 
but continued an extra 2.4 miles out to 
Highway 190. We turned right and 
went 3.6 miles to the Panamint Valley 
Road. Turn right again and proceed 
7.6 miles to a sign on the right reading 
Minietta Mine. This last 11.2 miles is 
on pavement. Traffic is usually very 
light. We didn’t see any “bears” but 
it’s best to be legal. At the sign turn 
right for another 3.6 miles. The road 
coming in on the left is the famous 
“Shotgun Road” built by Remi 
Nadeau. Go right, then bearing left 
head up a newly graded road. Don’t 
let the newness fool you; it’s very soft 
and super rocky. Go three miles and in 
the narrow canyon you'll come to a 
three fork junction. Take the left 
road. Follow it around the hill and in 
1.7 miles you come to Lookout. Along 
the way notice the rock walls holding 
up the road. What a wonderful piece 
of workmanship. 

Lookout was founded about 1875 
with the discovery of the Modoc Mine. 
At one time it was owned by Senator 
George Hearst, the father of William 
Randolph Hearst of newspaper fame. 
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The “Shotgun Road” you passed and 


used parts of was built to supply Look- 
out. Twenty miles north of Trona 
after dropping out of the Slate Range 
the road follows the base of the Argus 
Mountains. For the next 20 miles it 
runs almost in a straight line. 

The kilns in Wildrose Canyon across 
the Panamint Valley were built in 
1877 to supply charcoal for Lookout’s 
smelters. In 1883 the Minnietta Mine 
was the area's “glory hole.” It lasted 
until 1918. It appears now to be back 
in operation on a limited scale. The 
view from Lookout Mountain is awe- 
some, 360 degrees of high mountains 
and deep valleys. Round trip on this 
ride is 64.6 miles. You can return to 
Highway 190 by using the road on the 
west side of the Ash Hills. But be 
prepared for rocks, hub deep sand and 
plain crud for eight miles. I’m not into 
S&M so we returned by the same route 
used coming in. 

Back at Darwin, we loaded up all 
our gear and hit a motel in Lone Pine 
to clean up a bit and partake of a filet 
dinner at Margie’s. My partner said it 
sure beats the chili beans and triskets. 

The next morning we were up at the 
crack of dawn, bulked up on 
pancakes, then trailered the bikes 
south to Keeler on the eastern edge of 
Owens Dry Lake. The town founded 
in 1881 as Hawley, its name was 
changed to Keeler after 1883 when the 
Carson and Colorado Railroad set up 
shop. Keeler was the superintendent of 
the railroad. The railroad really made 
the town and when it left in 1960, 
Keeler slowly died. The old station is 
still standing but in a state of slow 
decay. We parked alongside the old 
station and prepared for our last ride. 


On this trip we are going to ascend 
the infamous “Yellow Grade” to Cerro 
Gordo. The original start of the road is 
a mile or so to the north but is now in 
disrepair and impassable. Cross High- 
way 136 and start up the road signed 
Cerro Gordo Road. From here it’s a 
4500 foot climb in the next 7.6 miles. 
Shortly after leaving Keeler you pass 
on the right the ruins of the Four 
Metals Mining Company smelter. Ride 
over and take a look. Continuing up, 
think what a ride this must have been 
in a wooden wagon. The heavily laden 
wagons had to have steel skids chained 
to their wheels to avoid runaways when 
coming down. About halfway up you 
pass the tram coming down from the 
Morning Star Mine we visited the first 
day. 

When we reached Cerro Gordo we 
met Jack Smith, the other owner. 
After discussing road conditions and 
more area history we took off for the 
Salt Tram Summit Station, 7.3 miles 
to the north. The first 1.5 miles is very 
rocky and slick in places. Watch the 
edge, for it's a long way down. Soon we 
drop into what has been referred to by 
other writers as a “tranquil valley.” It's 
a steep canyon with about a 500 foot 
drop. The way down is not bad but 
going up the other side is a terror. 
You'll find a loose, rocky, rutted, tree- 
branches - hanging - across-the-road, 
many-tree-limbs-about-face-high, crum- 
my road. On the 185 it was a low gear, 
red lined pull, with a couple of tank 
slappers thrown in. The 360 rooster 
tailed a few spots, pitching rocks clear 
back to Kern County. Both of us agree 
that this section is not a ride for a 
novice. 

Once on top it’s a super ride along 
the crest of the Inyos out to the sum- 
mit station. During this part you pass 
the highest point of the ride, an eleva- 
tion of some 9200 feet. Soon the station 
pops into view. As we climbed off the 
bikes a cold and chilly wind came up. 
As we viewed the ruins, much food for 
thought was given to the toughness of 
the old timers who came and fought to 
exist here. The summers are blistering 
hot. Saline Valley is maybe the hottest 








place in the U.S. Some have said it’s 
hotter than Death Valley due to the 
topography. To live in the Inyos, 
around Cerro Gordo in winter, one 
can hardly imagine the cold. The 
clapboard shacks and the lack of wood 
surely cooled the enthusiasm of the 


residents, | 
Construction on the tram was started 


in 1911, completed in 1913 and ran 
full time until 1918. Then, working 
only part time it was finally abandoned 
in 1930. It was 13.5 miles long, had 
300 buckets and carried 20 tons per 
hour. It rises some 7700 feet up Daisy 
Canyon from Saline Valley and drops 
5200 feet to its western end near Swan- 
sea. Still visible are the ruins of the 
motor shed, several foundations and 
the rail spur from the Carson and Colo- 
rado Railroad. There are many wild 
stories about rides taken on the tram. 
Some were not by choice. Claims are 
made that some riders lost their heads 
to the tram towers when they tried to 
get too good of a view over the sides of 
the buckets. 

We were going to exit the Inyos via 
the Swansea grade but information 
from Jack Smith and a deer hunter we 
met, the condition of that road indi- 
cated we should return via Cerro 
Gordo, After many pictures we started 
our return, The road coming up from 
that tranquil valley was tough but 
going down it was the pits. Some of the 
roads we used on all the trips are over 
100 years old and in places it seems 
they have not been repaired since they 
were built. With much wheel dragging 
due to full braking on both ends and 
still gaining speed we thankfully got to 
the bottom with hearts intact, if in our 
mouths. Mine anyway. The mileage‘ 
was .3 miles shorter on the return due 
to locking up the front wheel. 

Back at Cerro Gordo for a last long 
look and to say goodbye to Jack and 
Barbara Smith. By the way they 
charge a dollar per visitor, for a look 
at the town. It’s a fair fee, as they work 
like hell to keep the “Yellow Grade” 
open. As we left, in our mind's eye, we 
looked back at the once bustling town 
and saw Remi Nadeau and his smelly 
mules, Mort Belshaw and his super 
silver producing smelter, Beaudry in 
his store, and then looking down some 
of the back streets and seeing Lola 
Travis and Maggie Moore, a couple of 
the more famous red-light ladies. Back 
down the hill it was the end of a series 
of trips my partner and I will not soon 
forget. 

The five rides covered super tough 
dirt roads to slick smooth pavement, 
elevations from 1000 to 9200 feet and 
temperatures from 45 to over 108°. Go 
well prepared; we did this time and 
won. Our bikes ran on stock jets and 
while the 360 developed a mileage 
problem, they ran perfectly and never 
failed to start by the second kick. 

The maps you'll need are the USGS 
(Topo Maps) Darwin, CA, Ubehebe 
Peak, CA, New York Butte, CA; 
Waucoba Wash; CA; Panamint 
Butte, CA; Maturango Peak, CA; and 
Keeler, CA quadrangles. Also the 
Auto Club’s Guide to Death Valley 
and the BLM maps of Panamint and 
Saline. The above maps will be useful 
because the map published with the 
article is very basic. 

Remember much of the area we 
have ridden in is dotted with private 
property or is of historic value. Please 
respect the signs and follow my motto 
of “take only pictures and leave only 
tire tracks.” A street legal bike and a 
Class 4 endorsement is needed to ride 
the few miles of state highway and the 
many miles of Inyo County road. It 
would be wise when going to Cerro 
Gordo to drop a letter to the Smiths 
with a self addressed stamped envelope 
requesting conditions and possible clo- 
sures before going. Write to Barbara

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Terry Cunningham: 
Onward and upward

Terry Cunningham was one of only five American riders in the 55th ISDT in 
France to come home with a gold medal. That medal and the one he won the year 
before in West Germany are among his most prized possessions. He likes to tell a 
story about the French countryside and day four when he was suffering from the flu 


bug that hit many of the riders. 


“I was feeling pretty bad,” said Cunningham, “and then I came to this hill 
where, once I got stuck, I knew there was no way I could get up and over it under 
my own power. There were two old, grey-hatred gentlemen watching me and they 
came over, gestured they would help and got me going. I waved to them when I got 
to the top and I didn’t stop for any other hill after that. Memories like that are 


special.” 


Cunningham himself is rather special and although he hasn't established his 
National credentials as an enduro and ISDT rider, he is one of the young lions 
clawing his way to the top. Dick Burleson, with whom Cunningham works and 
rides, rates him as one of the best and when Burleson talks, people listen. 

At age 22, Cunningham has a long career ahead of him. He is married to a lovely 
lady named Peggy and they have a daughter named Carrie. They live in Columbus, 
Ohio, close to the eastern regional office of Husqvarna where Cunningham works. 


Who is Terry Cunningham? 
I'm a guy who started out a long time 
ago, you could say. I was nine years 
old when I started riding. I rode some 
MX until I was about 13 or 14 and 
then I started riding hare scrambles in 
addition to MX. However, I never had 
my own bike. It wasn't until the Little 
Burr National Enduro in 1975 that I 
realized enduro riding was what I 
wanted to start doing. 

So, at age 15 I told my dad I wanted 
a motorcycle. My family is not the 
wealthiest in‘the world so my dad said 





to get a job, buy my own motorcycle 
and go racing. Thats what I did. I 
kept up my schooling, stayed in 
athletics, worked after school and 
rode. 

I got the bike in July and I started 
riding enduros competitively in 
August when the District 11 schedule 
was half over. There were 12 events 
left in the season and I took overall in 
10. I was second and third overall in 
my two other finishes. I finished the 
year as the top B class rider in the state 
of Ohio. 


What bike were you riding? 

I was riding a little Honda MR175. It 
was a good bike, it just wasn’t up to 
standards. Then in '76 I rode the same 
motorcycle, I couldn't afford to buy a 
new one. I won the first enduro of the 
season and finished, I believe, fourth 
overall in my first year as an A class 
rider, I thought that was pretty good. 
Did you get a new bike in 1977? 

Yes, I started riding a Maico in May of 
that year. I did pretty good even 
though I had a pretty bad accident 
which smashed up my face in one 
National. I got fourth overall in two 
Nationals and won the District 11 
overall title again. Maico was pleased 
and said they would help me out even 
more in 1978. 

I wanted to go to the ISDT in '78 
because it was going to be in Sweden. I 
did pretty good in the Eastern 
qualifiers, but didn’t have the money 
to go West and so I came up one event 
short of qualifying. I won District 11 
again so Maico was happy. 

Maico gave me a bike in 1979 and 
practically everything I needed. I 
qualified and got a gold medal in West 
Germany. I felt very good about that 
although I thought the ISDT wasn't 
that tough. I also finished second in 
District 11. 


How did the switch to Husqvarna 








come about? 

I had some communications problems 
with Maico throughout 1979 and when 
it came time to sign a contract for 
1980 I didn’t. I kind of held off to see 
if I could get a bit better deal with 
them. They said they had the bikes for 
me, but when February came around 
and we had finished talking, they 
didn’t have any bikes. 

I had talked to (Husqvarna’s) Greg 
Davis at Six Days and he had told me 
to contact him if I ever needed 
anything. I called and talked to him 
and to Dick (Burleson), then they 
talked and called me back saying at 
this late time all they could do was 
offer me a bike. I said fine. Maico’s 
deal was better, but I didn’t want to 
re-sign with them. 

Did you set the goals you wanted to 
in 1980? 

Yes. I set some pretty high goals for 
myself and I achieved them. I wanted 
to win District 11 overall on a Husky 
and I did. I wanted to win an ISDT 
gold medal in France and I did. I 
wanted to finish in the top five in the 
National Championship Enduro Series 
and I did. However, to do that I had to 
come up from eighth in the standings 
at the last event. I took overall and 
that did it. I feel the whole year was 
very good to me. 

How did you get your job at Husky? 
They had a reorganization in the 
spring and Bob Popiel went to the 
West Coast office which created a 
vacancy and I was hired. 

What is your job? 

Im the East Coast service 
representative. I take care of all the 
warranty work that flows through 
Husqvarna from our East Coast 
dealers. I take care of any motorcycles 
we receive from Sweden. They come 
through Baltimore to here and then 
I distribute them to our dealers 
on the East Coast. 
Has working and 
Burleson helped you? 
Yes. Dick has been a very good 
influence on me. When you work at 
something you love -- like motorcycles 
-- it helps a lot. Before, the jobs I had 
were to get a paycheck and go racing, 
now I'm doing something I really like 
with people I really like. I learn 
something every day from being 
around Dick. The best thing is that I 
have a more relaxed feeling now when 
I go to races. 

Perhaps you’ve got the best of both 
worlds. Do you feel you’re being 
paid, in a sense, to have fun? 
Perhaps, but I’m not being paid to 
ride. I look at riding as a part of my 
job. I don't have a contract to ride, I 
have a contract to work. But when I go 
out there to race, I go out there to win 
and make Husky and myself look 
good. 

You run a 250 in the Qualifiers and 
an Automatic in the enduros. Is it 
hard to switch back and forth? 

{ think the biggest transition is going 
from an automatic back to a six speed. 
A lot of guys think it’s tough going 
from a six speed to an automatic 
because you haven't got any clutch 
and you have to use the brakes more, 
but I feel you use the brakes on a six 
speed as much as you do on an 
automatic--maybe a little bit more on 
an automatic. It’s going back to a six 
speed that you've got to learn when 
you go into a corner you can't go into 
it and blast out, you have to go in, pull 
in on the clutch, downshift, and all 
that. The transition is not that 
difficult, as a matter of fact it’s really 
easy. 

Is riding the 
disadvantage? 
No, as a matter of fact I would say it’s 
probably an advantage. Before I 
began to work for Husky Bob (Popiel) 
had said that if I ever wanted to ride 
the Automatic I should try it out. At 


riding with 


Automatic a 


the Alabama Two-Day Qualifier I had 
problems on day one (Saturday) with 
the very wet conditions so myself and 
Kevin Brown hopped in my van and 
split for Ohio where, 12 hours later, 
we arrived. I went to Husky, got the 
Automatic, and put some lights on it so 
I could ride an enduro Sunday. I 
didn’t even know how to start it when I 
got to the event, but a friend of mine 
showed me the ins and outs. I adapted 
pretty good because I took overall. My 
first ride made a believer out of me. 
You mentioned high school athletics 
before, what did you play? 

I'm a competition lover, I've loved 
competition since I was knee high to a 
grasshopper. In high school I tried to 
play everything I could. At defensive 
halfback and offensive running back. I 
played more defense than I did 
offense. I liked it better because I like 
to hit people. I was always a go-getter 
and I probably liked football more 
than anything. I played guard in 
basketball. I was in the 112 pound 
class in wrestling. I played a little bit 
of golf--I play a lot of golf on my off 
time right now. Anything that says 
competition and has a little bit of skill 
involved I love to do. 

Was it family influence that got you 
into sports? 

Yes, my father was always athletically 
inclined. My brother was a very good 
football player and he played every 
sport coming and going. I was not 
really great at any one sport, but I 
could play them all and throughout 
high school in whatever sport I played 
I was always on the starting lineup. 
How about motorcycling? 

My uncle brought the first motorcycle 
into the Cunningham family and my 
dad and my uncle would go out riding. 
Finally, my dad bought a motorcycle, 
then it was my older brother and my 
cousin. Before long it got to be, “Well, 
we've got to race, no more playing 
around on Sunday, we've got to race.” 
So they started into racing and before 
long my brother had to have a better 
motorcycle so my dad bought him a 
Penton and I acquired the Honda. 
From there it kind of led up to my 
racing career now. 

Why do you ride the ISDT? 

Why do I ride the ISDT? I feel it’s a 
personal thing. There's a lot of personal 
pride in achieving a goal which a lot of 
riders can’t achieve. I like competition 
and in the’ ISDT, you have 
competition from many countries and 
you get to travel around which I like to 
do. The biggest thing is the self-pride 
and self-satisfaction you can get by 
winning a gold medal. 

Have you set yourself any goals for 
this year? 

I don’t like to set goals because if I 
don’t reach them then I feel bad about 
it. I guess deep down inside I would 
like to do as good as I’ve done this 
year. I would like to win another ISDT 
gold medal. I would like to be District 
11 champ again, but it will all depend 
on what my schedule looks like for the 
Nationals. I would like to be the best 
in both, I want to be in the hunt no 
matter what I ride. That’s the best way 
to put it. I want to do good and would 
like to say just how good I think I can 
do, but I really don’t know. I don't 
think anybody knows. 

Do you think Dick Burleson can be 
beat? 

Well, I feel there isn’t anyone who 
can’t be beat. I would say yes, Dick 
can be beat. But it’s going to take a 
few years for someone to beat him. I 
have to admit Dick is very experienced 
and that means a lot in enduro riding. 
Right now there are a lot of young 
guys like Johnny Martin, Randy 
Martin and myself right in there -- in 
the hunt. We just don’t. have the 
experience that Dick has and it'll be at 
least another year or two before 
someone dethrones him. °

Springsteen, Goss 
split at Jax HM

JACKSONVILLE, FL, FEB. 25-26 
The $72,000 Harley-Davidson 
Dirt Track Series got underway 
at Jax Raceway with the first 
two rounds falling to Harley 
factory riders Jay Springsteen and 
Randy Goss. Springsteen took the 
Wednesday win with teammate Goss 
winning on Thursday night. Gary 
Scott carded second and third place 
finishes, respectively, to take a slim 
points lead in the series. Both 
Springsteen and Goss are ineligible for 
series points and the $10,000 top prize 
in the nine event series. 

Florida’s Mike Hilley made his big 
bike debut a success by taking a Junior 
win Wednesday with Tom Maitland, 
of Michigan, winning Thursday. 

It was David Mueller's two nights in 
the Novice ranks as he earned a win, 
and a third to winner Pete Hames the 
second night. 


Wednesday 

For most of the 96 Novices the 12 
elimination heats and two semis were 
their first taste of pro racing. David 
Mueller and Jeff Joiner seemed to like 
the taste as they took their respective 
semis. 

As the 12-man final took off, it was 
Tim Houghton briefly in front, but 
Mueller and Joiner quickly passed him 
and started a race-long battle. Mueller 
held off Joiner until the white flag lap 
when Joiner sped by. His lead was 
short-lived, however, as he crashed in 
turn three on the final lap. 

“I should have won,” Joiner said 
afterwards. “In that turn I never let 
off.” 

“I was sliding in three and four and 
I knew he was catching me,” Mueller 
said. “I got underneath him and he 
tried to stay down low and nipped a 
haybale.” 

For the Casey Cycle City mounted 
Mueller it was a win in his first pro 
race. Tim Houghton took over second 
when Joiner fell and Matt Rozowicz 
finished third. 

Florida’s own Mike Hilley led the 
Junior charge by winning the first 
elimination heat while Georgia's 
“Racy Lady” Tammy Kirk finished 
them up by taking the final heat. In 
between, California's Mike Garrison 
posted the fast heat race time among 





the 90 Juniors. 

Hilley and Garrison were joined by 
Chris Cannon as the second-year pros 
hit the first turn in the final. They 
swapped the lead back and forth until 
the eighth lap. 

“He (Garrison) just went high one 
time,” Hilley explained. “It looked like 
he got a little off his line and I got a 
good drive out of turn three. We met 
halfway down the straight-away and I 
kept ahead.” 


This is Hilley's first-year on the 
WKR/Yamaha of _ Brandon/Sure- 
Fire/H-D of Daytona P-3 Racing 
Harley-Davidson which Woody Kyle 
built. Garrison held off fellow 
Californian Cannon for second. 


Only 24 of the 55 Experts who time- 
trialed qualified for the two twelve- 
man heats leaving a few of those who 
didn't make it upset. 

Gary Scott led every inch of the first 
heat for a rapid win. Terry Poovey 
held second early, but slipped to 
fourth behind Garth Brow and fast 
qualifier Randy Goss. 

Goss's teammate Jay Springsteen 
chose the outside pole in his heat and 
he too was never headed. Steve 
Morehead, Bubba Shobert, and Hank 
Scott followed. 

Springer chose the outside pole 
again in the final, but found a little 
too much traction and wheelied at the 
start. 

“I got a pretty good start at first 
then the front wheel came up,” he 
said. 

While Jay was working out his 
problem, Gary Scott was smoking with 
brother Hank shadowing him until his 
brakes went out and he slid back to 
fifth. 

Scott, Gary that is, was flying out of 
turn four, but Springer was dialing it 
in and took over the lead on the white 
flag lap. ’ 

“T knew I'd catch him,” Springsteen 
said. “I'd get going then mess up. 
Finally I just calmed down.” 

Scott had another view of the race. 

“The last couple of laps I just fizzled 
out,” the KK Motorcycle Supply/Jack 
Sisemore Traveland sponsored Scott 
said. “I didn’t look back until the 
eighth lap and when I looked back I 
knew he was coming up on me.” 

Randy Goss had taken over third 
and was going as fast as the leaders, 





but was far behind. 

“I think if I could have started with 
them I could have caught them.” Goss 
said. “It’s hard to pass if you're on the 
same line.” 


It was a popular win for Springsteen 
as he had the crowd awed with his 
classic charge that dropped Scott = 
second.

Thursday 

Wednesday's Novice winner David 
Mueller had the fastest heat race time 
until the 12th and final heat. 
California's Pete Hames beat Mueller’s 
time by over a second in winning that 
one. 

Hames, who fell while leading his 
heat on Wednesday, went on to the 
fast semi victory with Mueller taking 
the second semi. 

As starter Poochie Cox flashed the 
green light for the final it was Mueller 
and Hames one-two with Jeff Joiner 
and Bob Ely chasing. Hames was 
making up for last night's error by 
easily outdistancing the field. Matt 
Rozowicz took second from a 
persistent Mueller who got a third to 
go with his previous night's win. 

What was the difference in Hames 
between the two nights? 

“I just settled down. That was my 
first pro race and I was nervous,” 
Hames said. Bill's Pipes and Corona 
Raceway keep his show on the road 
with help from tuner Jack Dannenberg 
and his father Don. 

The field of 79 Juniors was reduced 
to two 12 rider semis through the 
elimination heats. Mike Garrison led a 
California sweep of the top three 
places in the first semi while 
Michigan's John Cooper topped the 
second one. 

It was Chris Cannon on the Shell 
Racing/Sandak Sandals Yamaha who 
broke out ahead in the main with 
Tommy Maitland and Garrison a 
few feet back. Micky Cole dropped 
Garrison back and joined Cannon and 
Maitland up front. It was virtually a 
six-wheeled machine as the top three 
ran grip to grip until Cannon tapped 
Maitland in turn three. 

“He passed me going down the back 
straightaway. I tapped his back wheel 
in turn three and almost high-sided,” 
Cannon said. 

“He hit my pipes,” Maitland said, “I 
could gas up and stay ahead of him. I 
slowed down to go through the turn 
three bumps when he hit me.” 

Maitland went on to the win, but 
Cannon dropped to fourth giving Cole 
second and Ken Houston third. 

Bubba Shobert collected a $100 
bonus from Cycle Accessories for fast 
qualifying time while last night's 
winner Jay Springsteen didn’t get past 
qualifying. Both Springsteen and 
Ronnie Jones damaged their bikes 
while they crashed into a hole in turn 
three. Springsteen headed back to 
Michigan after the race. 

“He's got a pretty good strawberry 
on his hip,” Harley racing team 
manager Dick O’Brien said. “He went 
back to Michigan to recuperate. 
Nothing serious. Just scrapes and 
bruises.” ‘ 

Seventh-fastest qualifier Gary Scott 
wired the first heat with a determined 
Terry Poovey winning a race-long 
battle for second from H-D teamster 
Randy Goss. 








Scott Drake turned his holeshot into 
a big lead in the second heat, but the 
runner-up in last year's series, Billy 
Labrie, reeled him in for the win. 

Gary Scott dove into turn one from 
the outside pole position to start the 
final with Poovey behind and Goss 
charging hard. First it was Scott and 
Poovey leading, then Goss moved up 
as Scott moved back. 

Once out front Goss made the win 
look easy giving him a 3-1 scorecard 
for the Jacksonville races. 

“I knew he was going to win,” Goss’ 
tuner Brent Thompson said. “He just 
got a better start. Last night he started 
last.” 

“We had to get out hot in the front 
four or five,” Goss added. “I didn't 
figure once I got by Poovey it would be 
hard, but I made a couple of mistakes 
down there.”

Man’s quest for power will never end. 
Whether it be the Presidential election, a 


skirmish in Iran or a motocross race, 


the 


pursuit of maximum and paramount power is 


where it’s at for many. 

That’s where the KTM 495 
MX comes in. Though much 
theory in state of the art big 
bore MX machinery centers around 
more useable power, less weight and 
better handling, the KTM has an 
additional selling point: It’s the 
biggest displacement two-stroke MXer 
available. Brute horsepower. Holeshot 
heaven. Berm blasters paradise. 
These are some of the thoughts that 
come into the mind of the Open class 
rider who relates to the biggest, and to 
him the best. 

What happens when you get a 
chance to seize massive power? Do 
welts pop out all over your skin? Do 
your arms pump up and feel tingly? 
Does your tongue dry up and fall back 
into your throat? If any of these 
symptoms befall you, stick with us 
through this impression. You're the 
type of guy that just might be a born 
dancing partner for the 495. If you 
can master this monster, John 
Travolta and his mechanical bull have 
nothing on you atvall. 

Changes in ‘81 

Last year, KTM offered the Open 

class rider the 420. That displacement 





bike is still available for those who got 
used to its power characteristics, A 
hefty 92.25 millimeter bore coupled 
with a 74 millimeter stroke, the same 
stroke the 420 uses, provides the 495 
with its displacement. The large bore 
created a need for a twin plug head 
which ignites the fuel/air mixture in 
the combustion chamber more evenly. 
Compression is down from the 420. 
Gasses escape the 495’s engine via a 
newly designed exhaust pipe. A power 
jet Bing carburetor sends a mixture 
into the power plant that offers 
cleaner low and mid range power, and 
also top end power that doesn’t lean 
out. A conical air filter offers more 
space for air to flow in the airbox, and 
the back of the breather box has been 
opened up for better air intake. 


A changed primary gear gives 
higher gearing overall on the 495, and 
angles on the engagement dogs on the 
gears have been altered so the engine 
shifts easier under power. The shift 
drum used to be forged but this year is 
cast for less weight while retaining 
strength. Primary kick starting is a big 
plus. 

Engine head stays were offered on 
the 420 towards the end of last year, 


ie 





and all 495s will be equipped with 
them. 

Frame geometry and rear 
suspension changes make the 495 a 
better handler. Distance from the 
swingarm pivot to the center line of 
the steering head is 40 millimeters 
greater, which distributes weight more 
evenly for neutral handling. Thirty 
millimeters have been added to the 
length of the steering head for a 
different leverage ratio to keep the 
bike down in berms and corners. 

Piggyback reservoir Ohlins shocks 
are bolted to a shorter swingarm than 
last year. Half an inch of extra travel is 
gained, bringing the rear end to 12.8 
inches. More travel, and also more 
progressive action from the shocks, 
They're softer at first and then get 
stiffer as big bumps are encountered. 
Front end remains the same with 12 
inches of travel. 

Last year on the 420 riders would 
land from a jump and find their feet 
blasted off the pegs, as the pegs hit the 
ground when the suspension 
compressed. In 1981 the pegs are 
moved back and up one inch on the 
495. 

What it felt like 

KTM National Service Manager 
Rod Bush prepped the 495 and 
warmed it up for our tester, and right 
from the start we realized the biggest 
KTM is for an experienced rider only. 
Starting the monster is the first major 
task. It takes a good shot with a heavy 
foot. If you can relate to a 500cc single 
cylinder BSA, you're on the right track. 
Keeping the front end down in the first 
couple of gears is hard, but a rider 
doesn’t have any business being in first 
or even second gear much of the time. 

From corner to corner through short 
or medium length straights, there is no 
need to stir the shifter. The 495 can 
handle a turn in third gear and can be 
left there until it's time to turn again. 
It revs well and makes more than 
enough power. 

Long life will also be an asset of the 














495 motor, as short shifting the bike 
works well and taking the bike to 
around 4,000 rpm produces adequate 
power. There's no real need to take the 
KTM to its 7,000 rpm, 53 horsepower 
limit, that is, unless your head is into 
that sort of speed rush. If you are into 
a bunch of shifting, go right ahead. 
The 495 clicks from gear to gear with 
ease. Shifting is tight and close. 

Part of our test track was under 
water from a recent rain, so our 495 
got a waterproofing test as we slogged 
through. No problems with the stock 
intake system; our bike never missed a 
beat, and brakes weren’t bothered. 

Once the powerplant was sorted out 
we went on to comfort in riding. 
Handlebars are too high while sitting 
and keep one back on the seat too far. 
It is hard to get up over the bars in 
corners, the place to be with that 
much juice going into a turn. While 
standing the bike feels right, so the 
bars end up a personal preference 
item. We encountered a sore butt 
when the high parts of the integrated 
number plates in the rear fender 
rubbed us the wrong way. 

Since it was new, the 495 was tight 
and a bit stiff, including the throttle 
assembly. The engine stays did their 
thing and kept the KTM from 
vibrating like earlier models did. We'd 
replaced the grips. All stock controls are 
fine as is. Stock footpegs are 
exceptional. 

Bumps, jumps and ruts are no 
problem for the big bore. The 
suspension works well and gives the 
bike an overall light feel. We received 
our bike with no air in the Marzocchi 
fork assembly. It worked well as is. 

Metzeler tires are as fine as any and 
worked well in hard packed areas or 
sand. We'd prefer a 5.50 rear tire 
instead of the 4.50, but Metzeler 
doesn't make a 4-ply 5.50 rear so KTM 
opts for a 4-ply 4.50. 

Progressive, well responding brakes 
are up to snuff. We were careful at 
first, but as fast as the 495 accelerates 
on ed to page 40 














TEN 
YEARS 
AGO 


The battle cry of the Daytona 200 was 
“Get Smart!” as Englishman Paul 
Smart qualified fastest and led much 
ofthe race. But crafty old Dick Mann 
and his BSA triple had worked up to 
second, and when Smart's factory 
Triumph smoked to a halt on the 42nd 
lap, Mann went on to become the 
fourth rider in history to win the 200 
back to back. Gene Romero and Don 
Emde finished 2-3 on Triumph and 
BSA, respectively. The remainder of 
the top 10 were comprised of Roger 
Reiman (H-D), Jim Odom (Yam), 


Chuck Palmgren (Yam), .Jess 
Thomas (Tri), Tom Rockwood (Tri), 
Dave Smith (Kaw) and Kel 


Carruthers (Yam), A tragedy occured 
on the first lap of the race when several 
riders went down, and young Rusty 
Bradley, the top Junior racer in the 
country the year before, died of the 
injuries he received in the crash. 


In the 250cc Expert/Junior 100-miler, 
Kel Carruthers had an easy time 
winning, pulling away from runner-up 
Cal Rayborn with little trouble. 
Duane McDaniels finished third in 
the Yamaha-dominated event. 


In the 76-mile Novice road race, it was 
a spirited battle much of the way 
between California riders Howard 
Lynggard and Scott Autrey. 
Lynggard finally won with Autrey 
second and John Long third. 


Ron Bohn took the annual Alligator 
Enduro on a Husky with 992 points. 
Fellow Husky rider John Penton was 
second ahead of Doug Wilford. 


In Daytona short track action, Mike 
Johnson topped the opening night 
Novice feature. In the following 
night’s Expert/Junior main event, Rex 
Beauchamp led Gary Scott and 
Kenny Roberts across the line, with 
former World Speedway champ Barry 
Briggs posting a seventh. Junior Ed 
Salley took the following night's 
feature over Mike Gerald. 


In the first Daytona motocross, Bryan 
Kenney bested Jim Weinert and Bob 
Grossi in the Open class. Gunnar 
Lindstrom, Barry Higgins and Gary 
Bailey finished 1-2-3 in the 250cc 
class. 


Not everyone went to Daytona, and in 
the California desert, action went on 
as usual. And as usual, J.N. Roberts 
(Hus) was the overall winner of this 
event, sponsored by the 100’s M.C., 
five minutes ahead of Tom Muto. 
Mitch Mayes (H-D) topped the Trail- 
bike ranks at eighth overall. 


Riding a pair of prototype Yamahas, 
Gary Jones took the green flag from 
actor James Garner and rode to 
victory in the 250cc and Open classes 
at Indian Dunes. Dave Rodgers (Bul) 
finished second in the 250cc race; 
Mark Blackwell (Hus) did likewise in 
the Open class.

its brakes will slow you down. 

Yes, if you are experienced enough, 
you can take the 495 into the woods for 
enduros or hare scrambles. Changing 
the magneto in order to install lighting 
is the only modification. Tight shifting 
matched with gobs of power keeps the 
KTM competitive in such situations. 
Example: You're headed up a banzai 
hill in an enduro with a pile-up in 
the middle of it. With the 495 you 
could slow down on mid-hill, pick a 
new line around the trouble, 
downshift a gear 一 if needed — and 
use the 495’s tractor power to start 
churning again. If you approached a 
big muddy ditch after the hill you 
could once again use the 495's blast to 
pull an instant wheelie across. 

Don’t consider this application of 
the 495 unless you are truly an 
experienced rider. If you're not, the 
495 will eat you alive in the trees. A 





novice rider would be better matched 
with KTM’s 390 for a mellower 
application of Open class power. 


Frank Gallo says... 


After a year stint with Husqvarna, 
ISDT veteran and previously pro 
ranked motocrosser Frank Gallo has 
returned to KIM. During our 
encounter with the 495 Gallo made 
these remarks. 

“Don't get’ me wrong, there's 
nothing at all wrong with a Husky. I 
just like bikes like the KTM 495 
because I know what limits I can take 
it to. Like when I stand it on the front 
wheel after -going over something I 
didn’t know was there, I know how far 
I can go and still bring the bike back 
on two wheels. 

“I like the 495 power because once 
you get it jetted and get it dialed in it’s

really nice. Its got a nice blast. The 
components and power are good 
quality. It all depends on how a guy 
adapts to it. It's sure not outclassed by 
anything, and everyone should be able 
to ride it. 

“A couple times I got sideways and 
just turned the gas on to straighten it 
out. The suspension is tuned. Nothing 
radical happens if you make mistakes. 
The front end sticks but has a nimble, 
loose feeling. The faster you go the 
more stable it is. 

“It was scarey at first. I'd touch the 
throttle and it would wheelie. Second 
gear was the lowest needed. If you 
concentrate, riding it is no problem. 
You can use the clutch in the sand for 
a blast, but you don’t need to break 
the rear wheel loose. The clutch is 
really easy to use, not like the earlier 
KTM s. It's stable in the air. 

“Only a few people would want to

go with the 495 in the woods. Maybe 
only a big guy could handle it. The 
495 is more for open land riding. It’s a 
MX bike when you get down to it.” 
Wrapping it up 

An MX bike it is. The fastest one to 
date we have ridden, yet one that 
retains good low end power without 
reed valves or power boosters. Its 
advantage in the Open class comes as a 


package: Good horsepower, good 
weight, neutral handling, and 
rideability. 


What comes after a holeshot? The 
lead, and that’s a bunch easier than 
fighting from the back of the pack for 
the win. If you've been around for a 
bit and have mastered the talents 
required of a successful motocrosser, 
you and the KTM 495 might make a 
fine pair. Some folks might even be 
referring to you as white lightning in 
no time. s

The jacket has a suggested retail price 
in the $150 range which may sound a 
trifle high until the jacket is examined. 
The leather is American cowhide, vat 
and tumble dyed to insure an 
expensive feel and look. Nylon thread 
is used throughout in stitching. Snaps 
abound on the waist, neck and collar. 
A storm flap covers the zipper. 

Elastic knit cuffs and waist band 
give plenty of freedom of movement as 
do the sleeves which are set forward for 
added comfort when riding. The 
military flair extends from the 
epaulets on the shoulders to an outside 
utility pocket on the left sleeve.

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Nick Richichi: Our 
next road race star?

There were quite a few surprised people when the AMA announced at their annual 
Professional Awards Banquet that Nick Richicht had won Rookie of the Year 
honors. The first question asked was Nick, who? The second was how could a road 
racer, with only six Nationals to run, out-point the dirt track rookie candidates who 


had 20 Nationals in which to score points? 


The answer is that Richichi made the most of the events he had to run and the 
dirt track rookies did not have a good year by any standards. Interestingly, he failed 
to score points in two of the six meaning that Richicht walks away with RoY honors 
based on just four finishes. That is very respectable considering no other “pure” 


road racer has ever taken rookie honors. 


Richicht, of Fresh Meadows, New York, celebrated his 25th birthday February 
15. He ts single, spends a good deal of his time working and the money he makes 
goes right back into racing. He lives with his mother to keep his expenses down. At 
present there ts only one driving force in Richicha’s life, he wants to be “a full time 


professional road racer.” ‘ 


Did you ever think about getting 
Winston Pro Series Rookie of the 
Year at the beginning of the season? 
No, not at all. Riding 750s was kind of 
a big thing to me, and I was warned by 
lots of people to take it easy the first 
year and basically I just wanted to 
finish all the races. However, Daytona 
does something to you. Everything 
went good up until the time of the 
race. and then something just got hold 
of me and made me go a little more 
than what I should. I crashed on the 
fourth lap. 

Was it over exuberance? 

No, it was David Aldana’s draft. I 
drafted Aldana going into the 
chicane. He had a four-stroke and I 
didn't realize that at the time. He 


46 flipped the gas off and I just kind of 


got sucked into his draft. He pulled it 
in and I didn't make it. 

What does winning Rookie of the 
Year mean to you? 

It’s a bit of a surprise. You know it’s 
nice to hear something about a 
road racer winning an all-around 
award that’s up for the dirt trackers as 
well because there’s a lot more dirt 
track events than road race events. I 
guess the dirt trackers just had a slow 
year for first year Experts. 

Did you know you re the first pure 
road racer to win the rookie title? 
That's nice to know, that’s real good. 
I can see it’s pretty difficult to do. I 
didn’t have such an easy year. I should 
have had a couple of more good 
finishes. I didn’t have the manpower 
to take care of the blow-ups when they 








happened. It was my first time to get 
to the tracks and the practice is really 
important. 

Do you think it hampered you to be 
riding the first time on each track? 
Yeah, and on that bike. The bike 
(Yamaha TZ750) takes a little getting 
used to. I probably ran my six races 
with about as much intensity as they 
did their dirt track Nationals. 
Financially, was the outcome of the 
season good? 

Well, it was easier than the year 
before. 

Did you run on a shoestring budget? 
At times, but I had lots of good friends 
to come to my rescue. 

It must be hard to run on a 
minimum budget? 

Yes. Definitely, money is needed. 
How did you actually get into road 
racing? 

I think I was about 19 or maybe 20 
and I lost my driving license for 
driving over the speed limit on my 
motorcycle. I didn’t think I was going 
fast, but I kept getting pulled over for 
outrageous amounts of violations. I 
lost my license and I still wanted to 
drive (ride) so I wound up out at 
Bridgehampton one weekend. I just 
started to have a good time at it. 
Then, when I got back out on the 
street again I was a normal human 
being. I was like a commuter again. 
What were you racing when you 
started? 

I rode a 900 Kawasaki, it was a Zl--a 
good bike. 

What caused you to move from club 
ranks to AMA racing? 

I wanted to race a Superbike. 
However, you don't just jump on one. 
You have to work your way up through 
the ranks -- the 250cc Novice and 
Lightweight scene. I really got into 
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that. The bike (250cc) showed me I 
could do a lot more with it than a big 
bike. Slowly, my interest turned to GP 
racing because the bike was more 
capable. You know, I've yet to enter a 
Superbike race with a first class ride. 


How did you get your Yamaha 
TZ750? 

The bike belonged to road racer 
Avrum Gudelsky. He was killed at 
Mosport (Canada) in 1979. His wife 
and tuner arranged a price and I 
bought it. The bike needed a little 
work, but it was affordable. 

How much help does Kevin Cameron 
contribute? 

Kevin has a lot to do with my efforts in 
racing. He stands behind a lot of what 
you see. He's been a great help to me 
and is a very good advisor. He does 
some of the work and tells me what to 
do for the rest. 

Have you done or wanted to do any 
other type of racing besides road 
racing? 

I think my ability can be stretched out 
a little bit. I fooled around in the dirt 
although I've never really raced MX. I 
don’t care for MX as much as I care 
for flat track. 

What was the high point of last 
year’s season? 

I don’t know. I guess it would be 
Laguna Seca or Loudon. Pocono 
could have been good. 

What happened at Pocono? 

A $4 pulser coil decided to take a 
vacation on the first lap of the 
National. It was one of those things. 
Everything had gone weil up to then. I 
think Pocono could have been my high 
point, but I'll never know. It was 
frustrating after finishing second at 
Loudon and seventh at Road Atlanta 
and sixth at Laguna Seca. 

What was the low point of the 
season? ` 

The Road Atlanta National. I kept 
blowing the engine up. I spent seven 
hours out in the parking lot working 
and waiting in the broiling sun. My 
motor was spread out over three 
parking places. I wasn't having a good 
time. I had to get up at 5 a.m. just to 
start work again. Nothing went right. 
I would fix the motor and go out to 
practice and then blow it up again. I 
spent just about the entire weekend 
inside that motor. 

How did you manage a seventh place 
finish if the engine was such a 
problem? 

At the last minute I was kind of giving 
up and all these friends came around 
and said, “You know you're crazy.” 
People started picking up things, I 
wasn’t even saying anything, and I was 
pretending everybody knew what to do 
by this time. They started pitching in 
and we got it together and it wasn't 
even warmed up when I went to the 
starting line for the National. We just 
started rolling it up to the tech line, 
and they told me to shut it off. I said, 
“Aw, come on it’s still cold.” I think 
the four minute sign was up and we 
were in a rush to get out there. 

Do you feel satisfied with what you 
accomplished last year? 

No complaints. 

Did you have a goal before you went 
into the season? 

No. I guess I just went into the year 
with a cautious attitude, just feel the 
place out. I don’t slack off on trying to 
do as good as I can, but I think I did 
hold back sometimes. I would just sit 
back and observe. 

Did finishing second at Loudon -- in 
front of a partisan crowd -- turn you 
on? 

You know it. Sometimes I think about 
it and it bugs me that I didn’t win it, 
but there were so many other times 
when things were so much worse that 
to have a finish like that -- well, you 
can't help but to feel happy about it. I 
usually have a lot of bad luck at 
Loudon even though it is a track I race 





on a lot. Usually everything works fine 
until the time of the race and then 
something just decides to give me a 
problem. 

Who do you consider rivals? 

Freddie Spencer. He's the first really 
good racer I believe since Kenny 
Roberts. Spencer is a fantastic racer. I 
tried to keep up with him at Loudon as 
much as I could to see how he rode 
and things. From my point of view it 
looked like he was always out of 
control, but I'm sure he knew what he 
was doing. The bike was doing lots of 
funny things but he was always in 
control. There are lots of good racers 
out there, but as far as the top two 
men go it’s Freddie and Kenny. 
They're a step ahead of everybody. 
What about Rich Schlachter? 

Well, Rich is right up there but he's 
not pulling away with the rest of them. 
He's kind of forming a lead from the 
second pack, but he's not forming a 
lead from the first pack. He's more 
touchable than Spencer and Roberts 
at this point, but anybody can see 
that. 

Do you have any sponsorship plans 
for this coming season? 

Well, nothing as far as a contract has 
been drawn. I'm still racing my own 
motorcycle, but I get help here and 
there. I'm definitely looking for a ride, 
but I'm interested in first class 
equipment. It’s got to be maintained 
at least as good as my bike because 
that’s what I’m used to riding. 

Do you do your own work on your 
bike? 

I go to the races most of the time 
alone. I'm too willing of a worker for 
my friends to put up with me half the 
time and then the other half the time 
they just can’t go away for the time 
that I'm going away for. 

How much racing do you plan to do 
this year? 

I plan to hit all the Nationals and take 
up any other good offers. 

Is there a point down the road, 
perhaps in a year or two, where you 
might look forward to going to 
Europe? 

For sure, maybe even this year. If the 
invitation comes up. I think the only 
way to see what's over there is to go 
over there. I hear lots of people telling 
their rider, you're not ready, you're 
not ready. I think you have to go over 
there first to find out if you're ready. I 
can’t see people making such a distant 
judgement of what to expect. 

Do you think it’s a detriment that we 
have the majority of our good racers- 
-Singleton, Roberts and Mamola--in 
Europe and we don’t have anybody 
here to gauge ourselves against? 

No. It’s like high school and college. 
The United States is like high school to 
the riders. Then you graduate to 
college and you're a freshman all over 
again, that’s Europe. It's a different 
mountain, those guys are king of their 
mountain and I guess the good 
American riders start at the bottom of 
the mountain over there. 

What’s Nick Richichi do when he’s 
not racing? 

I work at GS Performance Products 
(on Long Island). I also work out of 
my own home repairing motorcycles. I 
can do just about anything to make 
money when I need it. 

Are you still hustling a street bike 
around? 

Yes, a Honda 550. 

Is it set up like a race bike? 

No, it’s a $200 special that gets me to 
work and back. 

Are you interested in any sports? 

I like to rollerskate. 

Do you have any hobbies? 

No, not really. I -don't have too much 
time for hobbies unless. you call 
chasing women a hobby. 

Do you have any long term goals? 
Yes. I'd like to be the best road racer 
in the world. °

Graves starts out 
hot at CRC GP

CARLSBAD, CA, FEB. 22 


Super rider Eric Graves showed 
why he carries the big, black 
number one by easily winning the 
California Racing Club’s Super- 
cycle GP Open division race. Graves 
worked hard throughout the 10-race 
season last year to earn the black plate 
and he was not going to settle for a 
slow beginning to the shorter series this 
year. With only eight races, everyone's 
going to have to try 20% harder to 
earn a good number. 

I missed Eric in the explosive start of 
the Open race, but did catch Steve 
Huth getting a very slight edge on 
everyone else to be the first over the 
high speed jump 100 yards from the 
start. By the beginning of lap two, 
Graves had gotten past Huth and the 

attern had been set. Rick Lee, who 
ad been right behind Huth at the 
start, maintained position, and took 
second Expert behind Graves. Huth 
continued his good ride to finish first 
Amateur. 

The first race of the Grand Prixs are 
always the ATCs and Odysseys and 
usually one of the hardest to keep 
track of. There are at least eight ATC 
classes and three Odyssey classes and 
an infinity of riding skills represented. 
There are multiple lappings, drop- 
outs, drop-ins and occasionally 
someone who got lost at Pismo Beach 
three weeks ago will join the race for a 
few laps looking for the way home. 
Through the smoke, the dust, and the 
chaos at the start came Ron Brown 
and his Odyssey, bounding around the 
course like a jeep driver trying to beat 
the explosions through a mine field. 
He was closely followed for a few laps 
by Tom Brown, and then by Scott 
Johnson, who in turn was followed by 
Todd Johnson! Confused? I certainly 
was. 

The only one who wasn’t confused 
was Michael Chester. Forced to start 
behind the Odysseys, he began to push 
his Class 5 ATC through all the 
Browns and Johnsons who were 
temporarily ahead of him. It was a 
long hard battle, and one that Chester 
was up for, With only a few laps to go, 
he gained and held the lead to finish 
first overall. Second overall and first 
Odyssey was Ron Brown. 


The Mini race was also a mini 
entry, unfortunately, with only four 
riders. Each rode, however, as if there 
were a full roster of 100 riders behind 
them. Mike McNeal, riding as a 
Novice, took an early lead and Begin- 
ner Tim Morton spent the whole race 
trying to catch him. McNeal never 
backed off and they finished 1-2, with 
Terry Woody and Darby Brookman 
getting third and fourth. 


The Veteran/Senior race was a little 
closer, with Charlie Conway and Gary 
Little scrapping continuously through- 
out the race. Conway was first off the 
line and held that position for four 
and one-half laps with Little only 
inches behind. For the next three laps, 
Little was inches ahead of Conway 
and, finally, it was Conway in the lead 
again by lap eight. Conway now began 
pulling slightly away, gaining a few 
seconds each lap to total a 20 second 
margin at the finish. 

In the 80-200cc class, Norm Francis 
got the holeshot on the first of three 
races he was to ride today and stuck it 
out in front of the hotly pursuing Bob 


Maxwell for three laps. By the begin- 
ning of lap four, Maxwell was in the 
lead and heading for the first place 
finish, 12 laps in the future. Francis 
pulled down one of his two seconds for 
the day. 

The 250cc race was by far the 
busiest of the day with the lead in hot 
contest from start to finish. At the 
start, Mike Baker was first over the big 
showoff jump but he wasn’t showing 
off because Norm Francis was right 
behind him and any goof would have 
been costly. John Sarrail led the 
Novices and Curt Itson led the Begin- 
ners, positions they both held to the 
finish. Lap two was a replay but the 
attention Baker and Francis were 
devoting to each other left Harry 
Vatilanu and John Downey slip by into 
first and second. Two laps later, 
Downey was in the lead for one lap 
before Francis and Troy Smith moved 
into the first two slots on lap six. By 
lap eight, Smith had fallen back and 
Phil Thorstenson took his place in 
second behind Francis. The two set an 
awesome pace in their fight for first, 
making the fastest lap times of the 
day, despite the traffic. On lap 11, 
Thorstenson made his move and dove 
under Francis to grab and hold the 
lead. That’s the way they finishes. 


My sincere thanks to Kathy in the 
CRC office, who gave up several eve- 
nings to straighten out the confusion 
that inevitably accompanies the 
season's first race. Although these re- 
sults are unofficial, a lot of effort goes 
into obtaining them and into identify- 
ing riders and she does a truly remark- 
able job.

O’Mara smokes at 
AME MX

It was a perfect day for racing, 
and there was a big turnout of 
riders who came out to do battle 
in an American Motocross Enter- 


prises motocross on the Shadow Glen 
track at Indian Dunes. 


One of the best events of the day was 
the 250cc Pro race with over 25 riders 
lining up for the first moto. We saw 
Yamaha-mounted, Kal-Gard-sponsored 
Bob Kline taking the holeshot followed 
by Luft Racing's Mark Moscrop (Yam) 
in second and Can-Am’s Jim Holley in 
third.

Holley 
took over the lead from Kline at the 
checkered flag, so it was Holley with 
the win, Kline second and Heisser 
third. But the overall for the day went 
to Zahrt with White taking second and 
third going to Moscrop, as Holley, 
Kline and Heisser DNF the first moto. 


In the 125cc Pro race it was all 
factory Honda-mounted Johnny 
O'Mara as he went for back to back 
wins with Yamaha-mounted Steve 
Schmitz, riding for International Yama- 
ha, taking second and third going to 
another International Yamaha rider, 
John Whelchel. 


Yamaha rider Mark White came up 
with the win in the Open Pro class. 
Moto one saw Yamaha-mounted Joe 
Root taking the lead followed by 
White and Maico rider Tracy Oswell. 
White put the pass on Root to take over 
the lead, but a great ride on the part 
of Oswell enabled him to pass Root 
and White to take the lead and the 
first moto win.

Johnson, Semics 
score at CMC 
Carlsbad

1980 Continental Moto-sports 
Club number one plate Scott 
Johnson scored a come-from- 
behind tie-breaker win over the 


“Holeshot King of Carlsbad,” Lee 
Ramage, in the 500cc Pros at Carlsbad 
with the Maico rider really demonstrat- 
ing intense concentration in the late 
laps of the second moto. 


Johnson, who grabbed the coveted 
numero uno CMC Pro title in 1980 
with only one class win (and that in the 
last race of the season at Carlsbad), 
looks to be much stronger this year 
with the move from the 250s to the 
500s and could be a repeat winner this 
year. Ten months from now we will 
know. 


With the withdrawal of first moto 
winner Donnie Hansen, the 250cc Pros 
were a wide open affair for the final 
14-lapper with Tim Lunde (Yam) 
grabbing an early lead over Gary 
Semics (Yam) just as he had done in 
the first moto, The second round pro- 
duced the same results, however, as in 
the late laps Semics swept by for the 
win and the overall. Juan Benavidez 
displayed some very aggressive riding 
for third overall. 


The 125cc Pros produced another 
tie-breaker as Suzuki-mounted Wayne 
Boyer squeaked out a hard fought win 
over Rick Maki (Yam) in a two-moto 
series that could have gone either way. 


In the Intermediate divisions, once 
again the big class was the 250s. Once 
again it was the “Carlsbad Cowboy” 
Vince Poblano in another of his 
patented come-from-behind wins as he 
started out with trouble in the first 
lap of both motos only to blast through 
the strong field of riders for a 2-1 
finish effort over David Hopwood 
(Hon).

Michlitch on top at

“The track is so nice today; it’s 
great!” stated a smiling Tim 
Michlitch.

This meeting, the Flying W's track 
was substantially modified with inter- 
esting new features added such as a deep 
sand loop, a steep uphill pivot around 
a snow fence end, a double jump 
nobody could clear and a natural- 
terrain off-camber section (which was 
later eliminated as too difficult for less 
than Expert riders). A record turnout 
lof riders signed up and all the Novice 











classes were huge. Looks like 1981 will 
be a big year for motocross around 
here. 

First moto for the Open Experts, 
Jeff “Crazy” Cloutier (KTM) holeshot 
immediately, but Al McElroy (Mai) 
took over within the first couple turns. 
Hadlock laid back swapping third 
place with Conrad Stitser (KTM). 
Then, McElroy bailed hard at the 
bottom of a downhill and was seriously 
detuned. He lost a couple laps recover- 
ing his senses. Hadlock and Cloutier 
assumed the one-two spots until the 
last lap when Cloutier charged by for 
the checkered in first. 

Second moto, Hadlock holeshot to 
the front and stayed there all the way. 
Stitser hung in there for second while 
Cloutier, charging in from third, 
tangled with a 250cc rider and crashed 
very hard to DNF. Overalls, then, 
went: Hadlock 2-1, Stitser 2-3 and 
Fallon Marine & Cycle’s Jay Heying 
(Hon) 4-3. 

Among the Open Juniors, the only 
two new CR450 Hondas entered (Yer- 
ington Honda’s Kevin Brown and 
Western States Racing Association's 
Shane Hybarger) won one-two overall 
respectively. Tim Dyer (Yam) took 
home third-place brass. 

Hawthorne's Open Novice Art Scott 
(Mai) is coming on strong with his sec- 
ond victory in a row over that class. 
Scott made strong drives from down- 
field starts to win both motos. 

The Flying W’s own Kevin McRae 
(Yam) is mopping up the 250cc Novices 
winning this time with a two-one 
score. An interesting item here was 
Randy Woodward's entry of a Leckie 
water-cooled Maico 250 from Provo, 
Utah. 

Jim Morningstar (Suz) dominated 
the 125cc Novices both motos to carry 
on his successful season’s start. Lady 
Jenni Miles impressed with her first 
moto holeshot and fourth overall 
finish in the very large 125cc Novice 
entry. 

“Radical” Randy Kay (Yam) again 
smoked the Minis and was the only 
rider of the day that looked classy 
negotiating the uphill snow fence 
hairpin. 

Hardluck story of the day came 
from Old Timer Novice Frank Molitor 
(Yam) who badly hurt his foot in prac- 
tice. In pain, he took a first moto long 
lead only to develop a fuel leak and 
run out of gas on the last lap. On the 
sore foot he pushed in for a second- 
place finish. 

Second moto, with the overall win 
still possible, Molitor led for a lap 
when his ignition flywheel disintegrat- 
ed, locking his engine. Then he strag- 
gled in to find that he had left with 
wrong half of the split start and was 
penalized the one lap he had made.

Finishing in third 
in the overall was “Mr. Trick” Mark 
Withrow (Yam) who won round one 
quite easily in round one only to suffer 
with a pair of soil samples in topsy 
turvy round two. 

Division II was a Jeff Barker (Suz) 
benefit as he raced well ahead of the 
field on the new Suzuki Full-Floater.

Rakestraw, 
Kirschbaum hot at 
Whitney season 
opener

WHITNEY, TX, FEB. 22 

Mark Rakestraw and Rand 
Kirschbaum swapped wins in the 
125 and 250cc Expert races to 
highlight the action at Lake 


Whitney while Monte Anderson had 
no problem sweeping the Open class. 
One of the area's top Experts was side- 
lined when Kirk Spencer went do 
hard in practice suffering foot and 
kidney injuries. Hopefully, he'll be 
back alongside Carter Yamaha team 
mates Rakestraw and Anderson in a 
couple of weeks. 

Today's event marked the resump: 
tion of fourth Sunday motocross af 
Whitney after a three-month winte 
layoff and the lengthened course wit 
more corners, bigger jumps, and ru 
backwards got good reviews from most 
of the 250 entries. Even the rocky road 
down to the river bottom track was 
notably improved. Track “technician’ 
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Ed Jaworsky promised more changes in 
the course for future monthly races 
and a killer Pro track for the 125/250cc 
National MX coming here April 12. 

The 250cc Expert first moto saw a 
clear holeshot by Dennis Hawthorne, 
in the groove aboard the Ed's Body 
Shop Yamaha. By lap three, however, 
Kansas Flash Randy Kirschbaum 
(Moto-X Fox Yamaha) displaced Haw- 
thorne with Mark Rakestraw breaking 
from the field of 18 to apply his own 
brand of pressure. Craig Riddle (Kaw) 
erecta 2 Rakestraw to move into 
fourth, passing Kirk Dillon (Hon) and 
Sean O'Brien (Yam). Kirschbaum main- 
tained a steady, quick pace to the 
checkers while Rakestraw zapped 
Hawthorne for second on the last lap 
followed in by Riddle, Dillon and 
Oklahoma’s Clay Hoenshell (Yam). 

The second moto opened with a 
Rakestraw holeshot and Kirschbaum 
got tangled in heavy traffic. Nick 
Cordova (Hon), who had ridden to 
eighth in round one, was pumped with 
his second-place start ahead of Haw- 
thorne and Riddle and began to look 

. like the rider he was a year ago, often 
unbeatable. 

Meanwhile, Rakestraw was on 
cruise control out front and 
Kirschbaum was frantically knifing 
through the pack, turning the day’s 
fastest laps. He moved to within reach 
of Cordova, but fell a half-second 
short at the finish of the 20-minute. 
race. Rakestraw’s 2-1 score nailed the 
overall over Kirschbaum’s 1-3 while 
third went to the improving Haw- 
thorne (3-4) ahead of a fall-plagued 
Riddle (4-5) and Cordova (8-2). 

“And the meek shall inherit...” is a 
phrase unknown to the riders in the 
125cc Expert class. The new water- 
cooled bikes are screaming longer and 
harder than ever and the competitive- 
ness in this class seems to reach new 
heights every week. Today's class of 25 
jumped off the gate for moto one with 
David Jones (wired to the max on his 
new Suzuki) in the lead and a herd of 
Yamahas right behind, including Cole 
Knight, Jerry Surber, Jr., Tim Butler, 
Hoenshell, Rakestraw and Kirsch- 
baum. The opening laps took their 
toll .as Knight fell to mid-pack and 
Surber dropped. out with clutch 
trouble. By the halfway mark, Butler 
was closing the gap on Jones, partially 
because Rakestraw had the pressure 
on from behind. Things were just start- 
ing to get really tight, but with three 
laps to go, Butler came around in 
fourth and finished there behind 
Jones, Rakestraw and Kirschbaum. 
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Brent Carrizales (111) zips by Mark Filler in the 100cc class at Whitney. 


In the second moto, Butler came 
out smokin’ on his WRW YZ, deter- 
mined to upset the field of more exper- 
ienced Experts and Pros as he had 
done the previous Sunday at Mosier 
Valley. Rakestraw and Kirschbaum 
stayed hot on his trail but found the 
youngster very difficult to catch. First- 
round winner Davey Jones was spend- 
ing the moto practicing quick remounts 
and suddenly, with only two laps left, 
Kirschbaum came out of the woods in 
first ahead of Rakestraw, while Butler 
lost a whole lap at that point. Kirsch- 
baum took it home for the surprise win 
at 3-1 proving again the value of per- 
severance. Rakestraw ended up second 
at 2-2 followed by Jones (1-6), Randy 
Sullivan (Hon, 6-4), Hoenshell (5-5) 
and Mike Bronlee (Suz, 12-3). 

One of the best races in the morning 
Amateur program was the 100cc class 
battle between Brent Carrizales (WRA 
Yamaha) and Mark Filler (TCR 
Suzuki). Carrizales pulled the early 
lead in the first moto, but Filler hound- 
ed him incessantly and got by at mid- 
race for the win. The final round was a 
flip-flop of the opener with Filler's 
early lead snuffed by a daring 
Carrizales pass over the front straight 
jump on lap two. Filler probed again 
and again for the re-pass that never 
came, and the pair finished under the 
proverbial blanket. 

Derrick Latham (Kaw) was down 
from Oklahoma again this week to 
challenge the stunning win streak of 
Yamaha support rider Bryan 
Abernathy in the Senior Mini class. 
Things were looking good for “Boom- 
Boom” Bryan until two laps from the 
first moto finish. He had overcome 
Tiger Foytik (Suz) and Jason Upshaw 
(Kaw) for the lead, but then, an unex- 
pected fall put him back to third. 
That made the Foytik-Latham race 
for second a race for the lead. Latham 
headed off Tiger with half a lap to go 
taking the first heat win. Abernathy 
dominated the final moto, but 
Latham had only to get second to win 
the overall which he did. Third in the 
standings was Upshaw at 4-3 tied with 
but edging out Foytik’s 2-5.

The 1981 racing season has little 
room for improvement with the 
action reaching an all time high 
at Buck Terry’s well-prepared 
track, Wolfcreek.

In the 
middle of lap two, “Peaches” forced 
his way past as Butler followed closely 
in second. Third by now was “Mugen” 
Mel Newman who spent the day endur- 
ing soil sample after sample. 

Just past the halfway mark, Rake- 
straw dropped his bike in a turn and re- 
mounted as young Butler took control.

(Yam), who was on a collision course 
all day with “Mugen” Mel. 

Round two began just as round one 
had with “Too Tough” on top and 
“Peaches” in pursuit. Near the 
halfway point, Rakestraw took com- 
mand with Butler dropping his bike a 
lap later. Round two ended wtih Rake- 
straw putting together another brilliant 
win. Sullivan wound up second after 
Butler bit it and dropped to third in 
the overall column. Fourth overall was 
“Mugen” Mel who carded a pair of 
fives as “The Hulk” ended the day in 
fifth with his 4-6 effort.

Riddle came from sixth to 
lead and win with Randy Kirschbaum 
(Yam) second, Ricky Glaser (Yam) 
third, Dennis Hawthorne (Yam) 
fourth, Monte Anderson (Yam) fifth, 
Nick Cordova (Hon) sixth and Rake- 
straw seventh. 

Round two had Nick “The Stick” 
Cordova on top early on the new 
Honda Pro-Link before a Texas turf 
test that left Rakestraw in command 
until he and Riddle collided when 
exiting a turn. Riddle and Rakestraw 
were both sidelined when Riddle’s foot 
became lodged in Rakestraw’s rear 
wheel. 

With Riddle and Rakestraw out, 
Monte Anderson (Yam) assumed com- 
mand and held on for the round two 
victory ahead of Dennis “Skylab” 
Hawthorne’ who finished second in 
round two after a fourth in round one. 
Third was a consistent “Dynamite” 
Dan Conway (Hon) who worked very 
hard for his share of the purse at Wolf- 
creek. In fourth, Kirschbaum put it all 
together with a brilliant effort. 
Overall, it was Anderson, Hawthorne, 
Kirschbaum, Glaser, Conway and 
Cordova. What a list; what a race! 

Open Pro action put a wrap on the 
day's racing and Monte Anderson 
moved into the spotlight once again as 
he took consecutive victories on the 
big-bore YZ.
